The Apostle Paul was stand- 
ing on Mars’ Hill, in the city of Athens, when he 
uttered these words. In condemning gods of “gold 
or silver, or stone”, he was referring to the idol 
of the goddess Athena which stood beside the Par- 
thenon on the Acropolis, a stone’s throw from Mars’ 
Hill. It required rare courage for him to thus re- 
buke the Greeks for their idolatry. The above pic-

Noah and his wife, with their three 
sons and their wives. The sons’ names 
were Ham, Shem and Japheth. They 
became the federal heads of the three 
new stems of the human family. 


The Genesis record says: “These are 
the three sons of Noah: and of them 
was the whole earth overspread.” Each 
line reflected the characteristics of its 
particular founder. 


Broadly speaking, Ham was the pro- 
genitor of the colored races. Japheth 
was the head of the white peoples, 
while the Jews, Arabians and certain 
Asiatics descended from Shem.

The word “Cush” means “the Con- 
founder”. It is also synonymous with 
Ethiopia, a word always associated 
with the black races.

Although Nimrod directed the crea- 
tion of the false religious system of 
the Babel-builders, yet all three 
groups, the Hamites, Shemites and 
Japhethites contributed to its establish- 
ment.

The name “Nimrod” means “Rebel.” 
He was an amazing figure, possessed 
of a giant body and powerful intellect. 
Epiphanius says: “Nimrod established 
the sciences of magic and astronomy, 
the invention of which was subsequent- 
ly attributed to Zoroaster.” 


He was the first man to organize an 
army, and with it he reduced the hu- 
man race to a state of slavery.

“The at figure of this chapter is 
Nimrod, and the great city of the chap- 
ter is Babylon. He and his city fore- 
shadow the coming Antichrist and 
his city.

It 
alone possessed the true tradition, 
knew the hidden “mysteries” of Baby- 
lonian worship, and could interpret 
the signs and symbols which were con- 
stantly displayed in public places.

Dr. Alexander Hislop says: “Now 
the son, even in his new incarnation, 
when Nimrod was believed to have re- 
appeared in fairer form, was exhibited 
merely as: a child, without any very 
particular attraction; while the mother 
in whose arms he was, was set off with 
all the art of Painting and sculpture, 
and invested with much of that extra- 
ordinary beauty which in reality be- 
longed to her.” 

This explains the beginning of “The 
Madonna” which is so familiar in Ro- 
man Catholic worship. This creation 
dates, in its origin, back to the pagan 
priesthood of Semiramis. “Madonna”, 
meaning “My Lady” is derived from 
the Latin term “Mea Domina”. 


Dr. Hislop continues: “It was from 
the son, however, that she derived all 
her glory and her claims of deification. 
That son, though represented as a child 
in his mother’s arms, was a person of 
great stature and immense bodily 
powers, as well as most fascinating 
manners. In Scripture he is referred to 
(Ezekiel 8:4) under the name of 
Tammuz, but he is commonly known 
among classical writers under the name 
of Bacchus While the mother 
derived her glory in the first instance 
from the divine character attributed to 
the child in her arms, the mother in the 
long run practically eclipsed‘ the son.” 


Thus we learn that the precious 
doctrine of the Virgin Birth was 
counterfeited back in the days of the 
Babel-builders.

regard of Scriptural language, it trans- 
lates Genesis 3:15 to read: “She shall 
bruise thy head, and thou shalt bruise 
her heel.’ 


Kitto’s Illustrated Commentary con- 
tains a picture of a likeness, in stone, 
of the Babylonian “Madonna” showing 
Semiramis holding her reincarnated 
child-husband in her arms. A Satanic 
invention, given to the world through 
paganism, which brought a curse into 
the church hundreds of years later! 


In both the Old and New Testaments 
there are references to Babylon in con- 
nection with a “golden cup.” 


Jeremiah 51:7, “Babylon hath been 
a golden cup in the Lord’s hand, that 
made all the earth drunken of her 
wine; therefore the nations are mad.” 
Revelation 17:4-5, “And the woman 
was arrayed in purple and scarlet 
colour, and decked with gold and 
precious stones and pearls, having a 
golden cup in her hand full of abomi- 
nations and filthiness of her fornica- 
tion.” 

There is but one conclusion. The ex- 
act similarity of language used by both 
Jeremiah and the book of Revelation is 
accounted for by the fact that the 
former is the type, while the latter is 
the antitype. One refers to the old city 
of Babylon under Nimrod and Semi- 
ramis, and the other has to do with the 
modern ecclesiastical Roman Catholic 
Babylon. 


The parallelism is too evident for 
controversy. The “mysteries” of the 
ancient Babylonian priesthood are re- 
flected in the use of the same word, 
mystery, in Revelation 17:5. 


As a matter of conclusive identity 
between the paganism of Old Babylon, 
the reference in Jeremiah, the prophe- 

of Revelation, and Roman Catholi- 
cism as it exists today, we are reminded 
of Pope Leo XII and his famous “cup”. 
Wherever nations have sipped from the 
“cup” of Romanism, those nations have 
become intoxicated on the wine of her 
paganism. Going back to the mysteries 
of ancient Babylon, Pope Leo struck a 
medal in 1825, on the occasion of a 
jubilee, which bore his likeness on one 


side, and on the other, a woman 
symbolizing the Church; and in her 
hand she was holding a “cup”. The 
medal contained these words, “Sedet 
super universum,” which means: “The 
whole world is her seat.” 

The “Confessional” of the Roman 


Church likewise originated in Babylon. 

Semiramis created it as a part of the 
“mysteries” of the priesthood. The sys- 
tem required secret confession to a 
priest before one could be admitted in- 
to complete initiation. 

Once such confession was made, the 
victim was henceforth bound hand and 
foot to the priesthood. Therefore, the 
fundamental purpose of the Confes- 
sional was to serve as a spy system. 
Emanating from Babylon, this scheme 
later permeated all the religions of the 
world—Medo-Persia, Egypt, Greece, 
Rome, etc. 

Salverte says: “All the Greeks from 
Delphi to Thermopylae, were initiated 
in the mysteries of the temple of Del- 
phi. Their silence in regard to every- 
thing they were commanded to keep 
secret was secured both by the fear of 
the penalties threatened to a perjured 
revelation, and by the general CON- 
FESSION exacted of the aspirants 
after initiation—a confession which 
caused them greater dread of the indis- 
cretion of the priest, than gave him 
reason to dread their indiscretion.” 


Pergamos and Ephesus 


It was in the third century, under 
Constantine, that Babylonian paganism 
and Christianity were united. 


Constantine, an Emperor of Rome, 
professed conversion, renounced the 
pagan deities, and took the name Chris- 
tian. But unfortunately his pagan past 
influenced all that he said and did. He 
became the head of the Christian 
church. Under his administration the 
streams of Babylonian “mysteries” and 
Christianity flowed together. 


The Church became demoralized, and 
the pagan practices of the Semiramis 
priesthood took on the name and ap- 
pearance of Christianity. And, thanks 
to the Roman Catholic hierarchy, the 
delusions of old Babylon have been 
handed down to the present day. 


The question naturally arises: HOW 


WERE THESE ANCIENT “MYS-

Historians have answered the in- 
quiry. 

Even when the Medes and Persians 
captured the city of Babylon, centuries 
after the death of Semiramis, the same 
religious program of occult “mysteries” 
was preserved. The system created an 
office whereby one man, the chief 
patriarch, became the head of the

The headquarters were poaner 
transferred from Babylon to the city of 
Pergamos in Asia Minor. This arrange- 
ment was in existence in the days of 
Christ and the Apostles. Hence the 
reference of our Lord, in Revelation 2: 
12-18, to Pergamos as the place 
“WHERE SATAN’S SEAT IS.” 


During the centuries following the 
Satanic work of Semiramis and Nim- 
rod, the perverted religious ideals of 
Babylon filtered through the entire 
world. “MYSTERY, BABYLON THE 
GREAT, THE MOTHER OF HAR- 
LOTS AND ABOMINATIONS OF 
THE. EARTH.” 

No color or nationality was spared 
the polluting effects of the “Mother 
Church”. As previously indicated, the 
opium was inherent in the three 
branches of the race—the Hamites, 
Shemites and Japhethites.

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As the Etruscans migrated to Italy 
from the region of Pergamos, they 
brought with them the religious rites 
of that territory. They created the of- 
fice of Pontiff. When Julius Caesar be- 
came Emperor of Rome he was also 
made the Pope of the Roman religion. 
Claiming himself to be a god, he an- 
nounced that he was the son of Venus. 
He became known as Divius Julius, or 
the god Julius. 


This proves that Rome had become 
the seat of the Babylonian “mysteries” 
even before the rise of Christianity. 


It was in the year 63 B. C. that 
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Julius was officially recognized as the 
“Supreme Pontiff” of the “Babylonian 
Order.” By this means he inherited all 
that had been left by Attalus, the ruler 
of Pergamos (‘“Satan’s Seat”). Roman 
Emperors continued to occupy the of- 
fice = _ Pontiff until the year 
876 A. D.. 


By degrees the Babylonian system 
invaded Christianity until it finally 
produced the ROMAN CATHOLIC 
CHURCH—a blending of idolatry and 
the Christian religion. 


ROMAN CATHOLICISM IS 
— “BAPTIZED PAGAN- 


One writer says: “The priests came 
into Christianity in large numbers, the 
various orders were set up, the old 
images receiving new names, were call- 
ed ‘saints’, and were established for 
worship, and the head priest became 
Pontifex Maximus. And that awful 
system called the Church, which we 
know in history, came into being.” 


Paul, studying the Babylonian 
“mysteries” and anticipating their in- 
vasion into Christianity, said: “The 
MYSTERY OF INIQUITY doth al- 
ready work”. 


The office of Supreme Pontiff be- 
came that of the Pope. Worship of the 
Virgin Mary began in 381 A. D. The 
main festivals of the Roman Church 
are of Babylonian origin. Easter, for 
instance, means “Ishtar”, which was 
a name of the Babylonian Queen of 
Heaven. 

The rosary is a pagan invention. The 
“sign of the Cross” originated from 
the mystic word “Tau” an abbreviation 
of which was the letter “7”. In fact, 
“Tau” came from Tammuz, one of 
Nimrod’s names. 


“Baptismal Regeneration’, ‘Tran- 
substantiation”, “Holy Water’, “Lights 
on the Altar”, “Mystery Plays” and the 
use of foreign languages in conducting 
religious ceremonies, all came from 
ancient Babylon. The modern Nuns of 
Catholicism are imitations of the 
“Vestal Virgins” of pagan Rome. 

“Mystery, Babylon the great, is the 
MOTHER of harlots and abominations 
of the earth.” 


Back in the days when Pergamos was 
the seat of the system, the “mysteries” 
spread in all directions. A large center 
was established in the city of Ephesus 
where it became known as Diana wor- 
ship. A temple was built, known as one 
of the seven wonders of the world. 


The goddess Diana was an_ idol 
fashioned according to the person of 
Semiramis, wearing a tower like the 
Tower of Babel in the form of a crown, 
as well as a rosary-and other trappings 
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which we have now come to identify 
with Roman Catholicism. 


“Blood of the Saints” 


The Patmos .Vision symbolizes the 
false religions of the world as a lewd 
woman. We are told that this 
abandoned creature (1) wears purple 
and scarlet clothing, (2) is rich in 
jewels, (3) is guilty of fornication with 
the kings of the world, (4) is drunken 
with the blood of saints, (5) and sits on 
seven mountains. (6) She rides a scar- 
let colored beast. 

(1) The colors of the Roman Church 
are purple and scarlet. Her dignitaries 
wear red caps. The Eucharistic 
Congress, held in Chicago a few years 
ago, brought Papal delegates from 
abroad. The train carrying them from 
New York was painted scarlet to repre- 
sent the official color of the Church. 


When a new Pope is installed into of- 
fice, he is required to wear certain 
specified articles of clothing, and five 
of them are scarlet. His vest is covered 
with pearls. He also wears a mitre 
adorned with dazzling stones. 


(2) Rev. M. Baxter, the noted stu- 
dent of Bible prophecy, wrote eighty 
years ago: “The woman is arrayed in 
purple and scarlet colors, which are 
notoriously the distinctive colours in 
the ecclesiastical robes of the Romish 
Church dignitaries; and she is also 
decked with gold and precious stones 
and pearls, which have been lavished in 
such profusion upon many of the Rom- 
ish chapels and Churches in Italy and 
elsewhere, that the value of the jewels, 
precious stones, and gold expended up- 
on their decoration, is almost beyond 
human computations.” 


(3) “The judgment of the great 
whore that sitteth upon many waters’. 


This reference to “many waters” has 
to do with the control exercised by the 
Catholic Church over governments, 
peoples, tongues and kingdoms. The 
Scriptures condemn every such effort 
toward the uniting of Church and 
State. This is described as “fornica- 
tion” with the world. 


With the passing of the centuries, as 
empires came aie went, the apostate 
Church gradually gathered to itself 
ever increasing powers over govern- 
ments and monarchs. Her position is 
the same today. There is scarcely a 
nation in Europe that does not fear the 
Woman. She controls all of South 
America. Her emissaries occupy stra- 
tegic positions in practically all gov- 
ernments, particularly the United 
States. 

An example from history, will illus- 
trate the power which the Church has 
always exercised in temporal matters: 
In the year 1073 Gregory II ascended 
to the Papal throne. He did not hesitate 
to make known his views that the gov- 


ernments of the world were inferior to 
the Pope. 


Henry IV was Emperor of the Holy 
Roman Empire at that time. Gregory 


“was determined to bring the monarch 


to his knees begging for mercy. The 
Pope gave him one year to meet certain 
conditions laid down by Church. Henry 
found himself in a miserable plight. 


Toward the end of the year, the help- 
less King decided to cross the Alps and 
cast himself at the Pope’s feet, plead- 
ing for absolution. It was an unusually 
severe winter and the Alpine passes 
made travel weli nigh impossible. But 
Henry completed the journey, takin: 
with him a number of prominent of- 
ficials. 

Reaching the gates of the Pope’s 
castle, he and his company were denied 
entrance. He pleaded for mercy and 
begged the Pontiff “not to break the 
bruised reed.” : 

Finally the Pope relented and agreed 
to see the monarch. But the interview 
was not granted until Henry had been 
compelled to stand barefooted in the 
snow, three days and three nights. 


“Grant me thy absolution!” pleaded 
the pathetic figure casting his power- 
ful body at the feet of the Pope, burst- 
ing into tears as he did so. 

(4) We are told that the Woman is 
“drunken with the blood of the saints, 
and with the blood of the martyrs of 
Jesus.” 

From the vantage point of the year 
1986, this verse looks backward to the 
slaughter of God’s children through the 
centuries who have dared to resist 
Babylonian paganism, and it looks for- 
ward to the reign of the Antichrist 
when the saints will be martyred by 
the Woman and the Beast. 

We only need to consider the history 
of the persecutions of the early Chris- 
tians, contemplate the destruction of 
the Protestants, remind ourselves of 
the fate of the Huguenots, and refresh 
our memory regarding the Inquisition 
in Papal lands, to realize that the Har- 
lot is bloated with the blood of true 
believers. 

Baxter wrote: “History abounds with 
numerous proofs of the Romish church 
having plentifully shed the blood of 
Christians. As an instance of this, it is 
testified by Liorente, a Romanist, in

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his published memoirs of the Inqui- 
sition, of which he was himself a secre- 
tary, that in Spain alone it immolated 
‘on its flaming shambles more than 
three hundred thousand victims’, and 
public holidays were celebrated by the 
burning alive of so-called heretics.” 


(5) “The seven heads are seven 
mountains, on which the woman sit- 
teth.” 


The city of Rome, the seat of the 
Woman’s international government, is 
krown to be built on seven mountains. 
It is proverbially referred to by ancient 
and modern writers as “the seven-hill- 
ed city”. 

Wadsworth says: “On the imperial 
medals of that age, which are still pre- 
served, we see Rome figured as a 
woman on seven hills, precisely as she 
is represented in the Apocalypse.” 


(6) “I saw a woman sit upon a scar- 
let coloured beast, full of names of 
blasphemy, having seven heads and ten 
horns.” 


Historically this Beast represents the 
old Roman Empire. Prophetically it re- 
fers to the revived Roman Empire which 
at this moment is in process of resur- 
rection. Mussolini’s supreme ambition 
is to restore the Empire. 


Mussolini and the Pope 


There is a marked resemblance be- 
tween Mussolini and the predicted 
Antichrist of the Scriptures. 


Prior to his rise to power, Mussolini 
professed to be an out and out atheist. 
His blasphemy and profanity knew no 
bounds. As far back as 1904, he wrote: 


“When we claim that ‘God does not 
exist,’ we mean to ony Pe this decla- 
ration the personal of theology, 
the God worshipped in various ways 
and divers modes by believers the 
world over, that God who from nothing 
created the universe, from chaos mat- 
ter, that God of absurd attributes who 
is an affront to human reason. 


“With each new _ diseovery of 
chemistry, physics, biology, the anthro- 
pological sciences, of the practical ap- 
plication of sound principles, dogma 
collapses. It is a part of that old edi- 
fice of religion which crumbles and 
falls in ruins. The continuous progress 
of the natural sciences now extending 


from city to country, disperses the 
darkness of the Middle Ages, and the 
multitudes desert the churches where 
from generation to generation they 
betook themselves to pray to 
—that monstrous product of human ig- 
norance.

“Let us examine the nature of God. 
We force ourselves, therefore, to 
reason in a vacuum, the God of religions 
being their own image of their mental 
vacuum, the proof of the complete ab- 
sence of any activity in reasoning.... 


“That which affronts human reason 
most is the inconceivable fact of the 
creative power of a God who from 
nothingness created everything, from 
chaos the universe.... 


“One would have to be completely 
without knowledge of physiology, 
botany, and psychology to claim today 
the existence of a ‘soul’ independent of 
the body; on the contrary one does not 
form one ef the two distinct aspects of 
the unique human nature. 


“Dogma is absurd because it presup- 
poses immobility and the solute. 
Nothing in the world is absolute, every- 
thing is relative. Nothing is entirely 
changeless, but there is a continual 
transformation, a perpetual movement 
of forces. 

“Dogma presents to human reason 
an obstacle to progress because it im- 
poses limitations to the painful but 
salutary impulses towards the search 
for truth, because it checks the free 
expansion of all intellectual energy. 


“Science is now in the process of de- 
stroying religious dogma. The degma 
of the divine creation is recognized as 
absurd. 

“ ‘Religion is the opium of the peo- 
ple’—Karl Marx.” 


At heart, Mussolini has always hated 
God. He inherited his aversion for all 
forms of religion from his father. Dur- 
ing the World War, when the King 
sent a message to the Italian troops 
which concluded with a plea for the 
help of Divine Providence, Mussolini 
remarked sneeringly: “We shall con- 
quer without God.” 


In the days when he was a young 
radical, exiled in Switzerland, he dared 
God to strike him dead during the 
course of a lecture which he was 
delivering on Atheism. 


All his life he has nursed a grudge 
against Popes. He insulted Pope Pius 


XI on more than one occasion in public 
addresses. 


Mussolini became the dictator of 
Italy in 1922. For seven years bitter 
hatred existed between himself and 
the Pope. Then there came a sudden 
change, in which the Superman decid- 
ed to make peace with the Scarlet 
Weman. 


Seven years of conflict convinced 
him that he could not hope to rule suc- 
cessfully and permanently without the 
aid of the Church. Fascism was sink- 
ing into economic and political mud. 
The Pope was quietly pulling. wires 
behind the scenes and all the time 
forcing the Superman farther and far- 
ther into the corner. Something had 
to be done! 


’ Thereupon, Mussolini became a “bap- 
tized atheist”. In 1929 he humbled 
himself like King Henry IV. Figura- 
tively speaking, he “stood in the 
snow.” Among other things, he per- 
mitted himself to be married to his 
wife again, this time under the direc- 
tion of the Church. He also allowed 
a photograph of himself to be taken 
in prayer, before the statue of St. 
Peter in Rome. 

Think of the pressure exercised by 
the Pope in thus bringing the world’s 
greatest autocrat to his knees. But 
this was not all— 


On February 7, 1929, the Fascist 
government announced that A NEW 
STATE WAS BEING CREATED—the 
Pope was to be given a temporal king- 
dom, something the Church had want- 
ed since the year 1870 when the ruling 
Pontiff had deliberately declared him- 
self a prisoner within the Vatican. 


No sooner had Mussolini signed the 
treaty, than shouts of praise went up 
from Catholic throats throughout the 
world, for both Pontiff and Dictator. 


But by May of that year, the same 
old atheistic traits were again assert- 
ing themselves in Mussolini’s person- 
ality. Interpreting the treaty in an 
entirely different manner than origin- 
ally supposed, he shouted before the 
Senate: “We have buried the tempor- 
al power of the Popes, not resuscitated 
it e 

Condemning the idea that “two 
sovereigns” were reigning at the same 
time on Italian soil, he continued: “One 
counts as the Vatican City, and one 
counts as the Kingdom of Italy, which 
is the Italian State. It must be under- 
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stood that between the Italian State 
and the Vatican City there is a dis- 
tance which can be measured in thou- 
sands of miles, even if it requires only 
five minutes to go and see this State 
and ten minutes to walk around its 
confines”. 


Speaking sarcastically of Christian- 
ity, he said: “This religion was born 
in Palestine but became Catholic in 
Rome. If it had been confined to Pal- 
estine it would in all probability never 
have been more than one of the num- 
erous sects which flourished in that 
overheated environment, like that of 
the Essenes or the Therapentae. The 
chances are that it would have perished 
and left no trace.” 


A complete turn-about-face! 


ON THE FOLLOWING DAY THE 
POPE, IN OBVIOUS RAGE, CALLED 
MUSSOLINI A “DEVIL”. 


Thus the Italian State and the Har- 
lot Woman continued to see-saw back 
and forth. 


On February 13, 1931, about two 
years later Mussolini was closeted 
with the Pope from 10:45 to 11:15 one 
of the longest interviews ever granted 
a visitor. 


Perhaps the world will never know 
exactly what took place on that occa- 
sion, but the newspaper Le Peuple 
claimed to learn from an authoritative 
source that: “A painful silence reigned 

.. Finally Mussolini precipitated 
himself at the feet of the Pope and 
kissed the slipper humbly, at the same 
time giving himself great blows on 
the chest. With infinite bountiful- 
ness the Successor to Saint Peter 
raised his visitor and said to him: 


“ ‘Repent, repent, my son. All is not 
yet lost for you.’ 


“A few minutes later the Pope ask- 
ed Mussolini what time it was. Mus- 
solini went pale. He quickly caught 
the significance. He said: 


“TT have only a Swiss watch, but 
it is not the one I placed on the table 
at the time the police of His Majesty 
the King of Italy, Victor Emmanuel, 
did me the honor of tracking me down 
as my men now track down “those who 
now think as I then did. The cheap 
nickel watch which I placed on the 
table in addressing an ultimatum to 
God was pawned by me when I was 
outlawed. In this connection I have 
to confess that I have failed to reim- 
burse those comrades who aided me 
out of their pocketbooks in those re- 
grettable times. 


“But today I no longer deny God 
by according him five minutes in which 
to strike me dead as proof that He 
exists. I know now why I was not 
struck by lightning: the Church need- 
ed me.’” 


Interviewing the Duce some time lat- 
er, Emil Ludwig asked him whether or 
not he kissed the Pope’s slipper. Mus- 
solini replied: 

“In general I do as the Romans do. 
That is to say, I accept the custom of 
the country where I am being enter- 
tained. At the Vatican I was left to 
follow my own bent.” 


More Than Romish Church 


Although Rome has for centuries 
been the seat of those false religions 


symbolized by the Babylon of the sev- 
enteenth chapter of Revelation, yet this 
Woman represents far more than 
Catholicism. 


Ancient Babylon, the fountain-head 
of all apostate religious systems, is 
— as “the MOTHER of har- 
ots.” 


Therefore, this depraved “Mother” 
has many illegitimate daughters scat- 
tered throughout the world. These will 
be brought together, in the end-time of 
the age, when the Roman Empire, sym- 
bolized by the Beast, is revived. The 
prophetic description of Revelation 17 
forbids the assumption that the Romish 
Church alone is represented by the 
Woman.

‘Baxter predicted: “The Church of 
Rome, instead of relying on the favor 
of sovereigns and rulers, will make 
common-cause with their subjects, and 
proffers zealous sympathy with the so- 
called sovereign people and their alleg- 
ed wrongs. Catholicism will make a 
league with Internationalism, the Pap- 
acy will cooperate with the Proletariat, 
and Romanism will join hand and glove 
with Radicalism and Red Republican- 
ism.” 

In other words, history shows that 


the Church will break monarchs and 
governments when possible, but failing 
in this effort, will later bring about 
necessary compromises—always  will- 
ing to do anything required, just so 
long as she is permitted to rule the 
consciences, the religious instincts, of 
the people. 


Baxter continues: ‘“‘She is» destined 
to amalgamate a confused intermix- 
ture, as Babylon implies, of all the 
false faiths and religions, so as to 
comprehend them all in her ample 
bosom.” 


Great changes will soon take place in 
the Romish Church. Babylon will yield 
to the pressure of the Mussolinis, the 
Stalins and the Protestant apostates 
seeking shelter under her wings.

We are trying to get some- 
thing practical, because the old Chris- 
tianity is dead—dead.” Then he reaf- 
firmed it, “Christianity is dead.” 


The Fate of the Woman 


“And the ten horns which thou saw- 
est upon the beast, these shall hate the 
whore, and shall make her desolate and 
naked, and shall eat her flesh and burn 
her with fire. 


“For God hath put in their hearts to 
fulfill his will, and to agree, and give 


their kingdom unto the beast, until the 
words of God shall be fulfilled.” 


The ten-horned Beast represents the 
Socialistic dictatorship which is now in 
process of evolving out of the economic 
and political chaos of Europe. It cor- 
responds to the jungle monstrosity of 
Daniel 7:7. One man Antichrist, pos- 
sibly Mussolini, will preside over the 
revived Roman Empire.

“| Photograph Russia” 





AMES E. ABBE, a successful 
newspaper photographer, was 
sent to Soviet Russia by the New 
York Times to secure photo- 
graphs for publication. 


Because of the rigid censorship of 
the government against the taking of 
pictures, the assignment proved to be 
the most difficult venture of his life. 
One thing is -certain—the Moscow 
dictatorship does not want the rest of 
the world to see photographs of actual 
conditions in the Country. 


Mr. Abbe says: “Even with an of- 
ficial photo permit, there is a long list 
of forbidden subjects. The very bridge 
before me was taboo, presumably be- 
cause bridges are vulnerable in war- 
fare or counter-revolution. Railway 
stations, trains, tracks, breadlines, 
meatlines, any sort of queue for food, 
fun or foolishness, accidents, street- 
cars, automobiles, airplanes, all are 
taboo; the world might jump to the 
conclusion that Proletarian dictatorship 
is not efficient. Banquet photos are 
also prohibited; it would never do for 
starving peasants to run across a shot 
of Bolshevik officialdom . getting a 
square meal.” 


That Mr. Abbe was’ able to outwit 
the police on many occasions, is in- 
dicated by the large number of: pictures 
reproduced in his new book J, Photo- 
graph Russia: He even gained admis- 
sion to the Kremlin and succeeded in 
getting Stalin to pose. 


Mr. Abbe makes it clear that the 
secret of Moscow’s power over the 
masses is due to the terroristic methods 
used by the GPU: 


“The GPU, sometimes known in news 
dispatches as OGPU, is an outgrowth 
of the old Red Cheka. The name is 





pronounced Gay Pay Oo—but pro- 
nounced softly and discreetly! No 
native, and no foreigner who knows 
his stuff, would dare utter these three 
magic syllables save with bated 
breath.” 


The description of Mr. Abbe’s own 
arrest is sufficient to send a chill over 
every reader. 


Jewish Control 


Mr. Abbe has no hesitation in discus- 
sing the Jewish character of Commun- 
ism. This is more than can be said for 
some writers who, upon returning from 
Russia, speak of the relation of the 
Jews to the Red Menace only in whis- 
pers. Page 35: “I would watch the 
guests at the hotel. Sixty per cent of 
them American Jews of Russian origin 
or descent, here (in Moscow) TO SEE 
THEIR RACE RULE A NEW CIVILI- 
ZATION.” 


Speaking of Padolski, one of the 
Soviet authorities who helps censor all 
press dispatches coming out of Russia, 
Mr. Abbe says: “Padolski always sat 
behind his big flat desk with the air 
of a scholarly monk. Which in fact he 
was, although a Jew and the father of 


three gorgeous children. Without one 
single hair upon his head, he wears a 
beard that is

Semitism in many places in Russia. 


“But seventy-five per cent of the 
men who made the Russian Revolution 
were Jews; Jewish minds do the quick 
thinking in Soviet Russia today and in 
the Communist Party the world over— 
and Litvinov & Co., Great Lubyanka 
Street, Moscow, is the main office of a 
system of political chain stores which 
girdle the globe.” 


One full-page picture in J Photo- 
graph Russia shows enormous decora- 
tions in the Red Square of Moscow, 
near Lenin’s tomb. A parade was soon 
to be staged.

A Tragic Hoax 


Mr. Abbe tears away the mask from 
the whole filthy farce and shows the 
absolute deception which the criminal

When a certain photographer, em- 
ployed by the government, complained 
about being compelled to fake so many 
pictures, Mr. Abbe asked him why he 
didn’t get a new job. And this was the 
pathetic reply: “If I simply quit here, 
they wouldn’t try to get me back— 
they’d merely take up my food card, my

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friends would be afraid to give me 
food, and I’d starve to death.” 


Photography in Russia has become a 
farce! 


The Author’s description of the suf- 
fering and starvation of the poor and 
peasant classes is such as to melt one 
to tears. It must be borne in mind that 
the dictatorship deliberately plans 
these conditions in order to keep the 
people so weak and helpless that they 
— revolt against their Jewish 
rulers. 


“Cats are practically unknown in the 
part of Russia that I saw,” says Mr. 
Abbe. “I presume they were mistaken 
for rabbits and eaten,” he concludes 
ironically. 

He gives instances where crops have 
been deliberately destroyed and the soil 
allowed to grow up in weeds, in order to 
increase hunger, famine and starvation. 


Evading “Intourist Guides”, who are 
in reality secret detectives, Mr. Abbe 
boarded a train out of Moscow for the 
Ukraine—the territory which used to 
be known as the “granary of the 
world” prior to the coming of Jewish- 
Communism. The peasants with whom 
he traveled tried to make it appear 
that conditions were “not so bad” in 
spite of the fact that they were starv- 
ing. 

“But next morning one of the peas- 
ants took me aside and explained their 
seeming enthusiasm for the dictator- 
ship of the Proletariat,” says the wri- 
ter. “He told me in whispers that one 
ostensible peasant was a GPU and they 
had to be careful. Then he proceeded 
to give me the low-down on conditions 
in the Ukraine, in Moscow and in the 
USSR in general. In their village the 
people had been dying off like rats in 
a trap for want of food. The men who 
resisted collectivized farming had been 
shipped off to Siberia and to FORCED 
LABOR CAMPS all over the Union; 
those who escaped collectivization were 
underfed, treated like cattle, except as 
he put it: 


“« The cattle come first because they 
are better to eat than peasants.’ 


“What do you expect to do when 
you get back to your village? How 
do you expect to live?’ 

“We don’t expect to live!’ he said 
fantastically, ‘we expect to starve to 
death.’ 


“ ‘But,’ I argued, ‘populations never 
completely disappear. Some of you, 
your children maybe, will survive. 
Won’t the survivors, maybe fifty years 
from now, become accustomed to Soci- 
alism ?’ 

“My pessimistic friend shrugged his 


shoulders: ‘One might as well work’ 


for the landlords as for the Commu- 
nists or the GPU. We used to have 
more to eat in the old days.’” 


Chapter 15 of I Photograph Russia - 


is devoted entirely to a discussion of 
the sumptuous banquets and choicest 
foods, eaten by the rulers while mil- 
lions of their subjects are forced to eat 
dogs and cats, weeds and grass, and 
practice cannibalism. 


Smirdovitch 


The chapter on “Religion in Russia” 
should be read by every professing 
Christian in the United States. A 


study of. conditions under atheistic 
rule will cause believers. to thank God 
for the religious liberty which Ameri- 
cans enjoy. 

“Religious funerals are prohibited on 
the streets”, says the author. In re- 
mote regions, beyond the reach of pro- 
paganda, peasants mourn their dead 
and rest their bodies in paper-covered 
coffins.”

“Father Divine” 


- A False Christ

HE appearance of false christs 
in the end time was repeatedly 
prophesied by our Lord. 


_ In Luke 21:8 we read: “And he said, 
Take heed that ye be not deceived. For 
many shall come in my name, saying, 
I am Christ, and the time draweth 
near: go ye not therefore after them.” 


Among the many unmistakable signs 
of the times pointing to the soon com- 
ing of Christ which have been observed 
in recent years by students of the 
prophetic Word, is the almost phenom- 
enal appearance of a so-called “Mes- 
siah Jesus Divine,’’ otherwise known 
as “Father Divine of Heaven,” and 
“Lord God Jehovah Immanuel of the 
Universe.” 


Among the various other names of 
this new ‘“‘god” we find the more pro- 
saic “George Baker of Georgia,” “Joe 
Baker of Alabama,” and “Major J. Di- 
vine of Providence, R. I.” This negro 
lives in Harlem, the center of New 
York’s teeming darktown. 


Some newspaper men say that he has 
a following of some 20,000,000. Others 
say that this number is grossly over- 
estimated. ‘Father Divine’s” own pub- 
lications sometimes claim 25,000,000 
adherents, although they readily admit 
that there are no records on which to 
base this statement. 


Strange Religious Notions 


The incredible thing is that many of 
his followers are white people who be- 
lieve, along with ignorant negroes, 
that “Father Divine is God, Jesus 
Christ in the flesh, back with us again 
after 1900. years.” . These people _be- 


lieve that to them there is no death, . 
and most certainly no life beyond the, 
_ grave. 

Their theology -is\ a conglomerate - 
mixture of Unity, Christian Science and*: 
African superstitions. The Bible is 


quoted at random and used to bolster 
these false teachings. No systematic 
study of the Word is made. 


Father Divine’s “messages” are pre- 
ceded by the salutation, “Peace, every- 
body, good health, good wealth, and a 
good appetite!” His whole theology can 
be summed up in his own words, “allow 
yourself to be governed by your high- 
est intuition,” and “sacrifice your 
whole heart, soul, mind, body, as a 
living sacrifice to the Almighty” 
(Father Divine). 


As a reward he promises a “quicken- 
ing of consciousness, freedom from 
disease and death, plenty of food and 
happiness.” Kingdom Headquarters in 
Harlem and Kingdom Extensions else- 
where are often mere eating places 
where prices are remarkably low. Pros- 
pective converts and workers are fed 
free of charge if need be. 


Much has been said about. the. un- 
limited financial resources which are 
at Divine’s disposal. No doubt many 
of his dupes who have surrendered 
their all to him have also given him 
their money. An “angel” is one who 
has cashed in his life insurance policies 
and his bank account and has dedicated 
all that he has to “the Lord—Father 
Divine.” 

However, there is also the possibility 
that he is being subsidized by some 
mysterious subversive interest. On the 
whole, one cannot help but recognize 
that this “Divine Kingdom” is a mere 
racket which preys not only upon the

superstitious nature of negroes, but 


also the credulity of weak whites. 
Supports Communism 


In spite of the fact that this move- 
ment is regarded as a religion, “Father 


Divine” is decidedly Communistic in 
his sympathies. In Communist “peace 
demonstrations” he has never hesitat- 


ed to raise a defiant fist toward heav- 
en in favor of radical labor movements. 
His followers frequently form a sepa- 
rate division of Red parades. 


The source of prestige and support 
given to Father Divine is indicated in 
an article which appeared in the Com- 
munist Daily Worker on January 16, 
1936, which states that “Father Divine 
has declared his faith in the Labor 
Party,” and that “he is giving his sup- 
port to Communists in their peace pro- 
gram.” 


Alert patriots suspect that both of 
these diabolical movements are inspired 
by the same conspiring sponsors, and 
that the Divine movement may be a 
desperate effort on the part of the Reds 
ie break up Protestantism. 


A headline in The Spoken Word of 
September 14, 1935, official organ of 
Divine’s strange cult, states: “New 
York Judge Praises Father Divine.” 
To quote: “Judge Samuel D. Levy (a 
Jew who occupied the judge’s bench 
during unsuccessful attempts to con- 
vict Divine recently), by appointment, 
succeeded in obtaining an interview 
with Father in His Private Office to- 
day. After the interview Judge Levy 
accompanied Father to the dining 
room, where thousands greeted Father, 
with great joy. The judge was extend- 
ed the great honor and courtesy of be- 
ing seated in Father’s Chair, and he, 
upon Invitation of Father, readily 
made an interesting short talk. 


“He paid glowing tributes to Father, 
and stated it was a great privilege to 
have met Father, and to have talked 
with Him, and now to know Him, as he 
does. He advised the Followers to fol- 
low the Precepts of Father, and if they 
did, they would always be happy and 
Blessed.” 


This and similar reports of official 
honors accorded this Harlem negro, 
are a strong indication of the sources 
from which he derives his support. 


Divine is actively engaged in a cam- 
paign to “free the Scottsboro boys,” a 
group of negro hoodlums under sen- 
tence of death for attacking a white 
girl, and claims to have “the power to 
stop the juice from flowing through the 
electric wires and let it rebound on 
those who press the button. I dare you. 
THANK YOU FATHER”. This state- 
ment appeared on a Father Divine 
leaflet which was circulated recently in 
Los Angeles County, California, by his 
followers and Communists alike. 


Blasphemy 


Among some of his demands are 
“that a law be passed supplanting the 
word ‘Hello’ with ‘Peace’ as the stand- 
ard greeting of telephone operators.” 


One of his conventions passed a re- 
solution which says “make physicians 
guarantee cures; abolish tariffs, effect 
government operation of financial in- 
stitutions; prohibit vaccination; compel 
the government to operate idle facto- 
ries; prohibit the use of words which 
draw the line on races,” and other So- 
cialist measures. 


Marriage relationships do not figure 
in the Divine cult. No wedding cere- 
monies are performed in the Harlem 
“heaven”. The “faithful” are brothers 
and sisters, and racial lines are disre- 
garded, although one can find a “‘heav- 
en” in New York City which is ex- 
clusively for whites. 


Divine’s relationship to his wife is 
“i cia to be on a strictly platonic 
asis 


The cult thrives on blasphemy. Di- 
vine’s periodicals refer to him as_ the 
“Rock of Salvation”; they claim with- 
out shame, “God is Father Divine— 
Father Divine is God”; 
—The Christ,” etc. 


One statement reads: “After a day 
and a night spent at the Estate He re- 
cently purchased in the land of the 
Catskills in upper New York, Father 
returned to His New York City Head- 
quarters, Wednesday, August 7th, with 
Mother and part of His Staff. Here 
the ever-present multitude awaited His 
Personal return, and at the sight of 
the Beloved Personal Body of their 
Saviour, shouted with joy.” 


Other reports from The Spoken 
Word are as follows: “Father Divine 
gave His children a rare treat Sunday, 
Sept. 8th. He permitted numbers of 
them to spend the day with Him at His 
New Paltz estate. They were following 
the Lamb withersoever He went, just 
as they must needs follow Him in all 
His Ways; but the way was not hard 
nor toilsome but joyous beyond expres- 
sion, for He was with them. 


“The climax of the morning’s beauti- 
ful adventure came when the hill was 
mounted. There Mother Divine await- 
ed them, and seeing the coming of the 
Lord, she flung out her arms and ex- 
claimed, ‘Truly, Father Divine is God!’ 
Father caught her hands and danced 
about with her to the ecstatic delight 
of all the children. 


“An afternoon and a midnight ban- 
quet were served, and at both, Father 
poured out His Wonderful Words of 
wisdom and tender counsel. It was 
somewhere around 2:00 A. M. when 
Father looking at His watch, remarked 
that it woud be morning when the 
children got back to New York. But 
it was evident that nobody cared; for 
Father has brought them into that 
state of consciousness where there is

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no time—only one Eternal Day.” 


Fulfilled 


Members of the Divine cult testify 
to the hypnotic influence of their 
“god”. “Brother” Paul Christian 
says, “Father Divine heals the sick, 
raises the dead, feeds the hungry, opens 
the eyes of the blind and makes people 
happy. I’ll tell you about being hypno- 
tized. If I am hypnotized don’t wake 
me, I’m too happy.” 


Prophecy Literally 


Such testimonies even if true should 
not surprise students of prophecy, since 
our Lord himself warns us, “For there 
shall arise false Christs, and false 
prophets, and shall show great signs 
and wonders; insomuch that, if it were 
possible, they shall deceive the very 
elect (Matthew 24:24).” 


Another blasphemy states: “We who 
love Father Divine recognize and feel 
Him in—of—and in Actuality, this 
concreted Spiritual Substance, and the 
Essence and quality of that Substance 
is Love. God Almighty, Father Divine, 
is the Great Creator, because He not 
alone has the Power to create this Al- 
mighty Love which is Revolutionizing 
the whole round World, but He has all 
Power and Authority to create from 
this Substance things that exist in the 
Spiritual world as well as in this; and 
that is why Father Divine, is just as 
operative with or without a personal 
Embodiment—because He is at all 
times in all places, and every where, 
Eternally, Infinite, Intelligent, Spirit 
Substance, from which everything em- 
anates, and comes into Being at His 
Command. 


“Thus, as in the Beginning, He Ma- 
terializes the Spiritual and Spiritual- 
izes the Material. It is Father Divine’s 
great world Mission, of Redemption 
and Salvation, a Cosmic impulsion of 
such significant importance to man- 
kind and the world in general, that not 
anyone can afford at this time to ig- 
nore the Great and Almighty Presence 
of Father Divine.” 


Truly the great apostasy is upon us. 
The time is at hand when I Timothy 4: 
1-3 and II Timothy 3:1-6; also 4:3 and 
4, are literally being fulfilled. 


An article by Hubert Kelley entitled 
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“Heaven Inc.’, appearing in the Jan- 
uary, 1936, issue of the American Mag- 
azine, tells of an interview with the 
“Angel Gabriel.” 


Mr. Kelley writes: “Gabriel, a bulky 
man with fine, white hair, was dress- 
ed in what appeared to be a costly gray 
suit. He was standing in front of the 
pink brick heaven with green window 
trimmings, his face turned rapturously 
up to a loud-speaker. From it came 
Father’s throaty voice, originating 
| ey a_ microphone above his top-floor 

sk. He frequently switches in upon 
his children with words of righteous- 
ness and truth. 


“Tsn’t it wonderful?’ said Gabriel. 
‘Lord God Almighty is up there, sitting 
at. his desk. Father Divine is God.’ 


“My name is Barr,’ he went on. ‘I 
was born in Ohio and came from Los 
Angeles, after preaching Pentecost for 
thirty years. I went to see Father 
Divine and saw that he was translu- 
cent. I could see objects clear through 
him. I could see the scars of the 
thorns upon his brow, brother. I asked 
him for a new name. He told me to 
use my highest intuition. I did, broth- 
er, and it came to me that my name 
was Gabriel. I’ll never die. Ill stay 
right here in Harlem for ever and 
ever’.” 


Noted Negro Preacher Exposes Divine 


Few negro preachers have been bold 
enough to refute the extravagant claims 
of Father Divine, because of the wide- 
spread superstition that anyone who 
opposes him must die. One exception is 
Elder Michaux of the Washington, D. 
C., Church of God. Elder Michaux has 
not only challenged and denounced 
Father Divine as a fake and racketeer, 
but has gone into his territory and pro- 
duced actual proof which debunks the 
claims to miraculous powers which are 
supposed to be vested in this false god. 


Some time ago it was reported that 
a certain blind New York negress had 
received her sight through Father Di- 
vine. Elder Michaux went to this 
woman’s home to obtain a personal 
testimony. The woman claimed that 
she could “see as well as anybody”, but 
tests applied by Elder Michaux proved 


.that she lied, for she was still as blind 


as ever. 

There are scores of “Kingdom Ex- 
tensions” throughout North America. 
where the worshippers of this god of 
the godless congregate. In Los Angeles 
a white man named Oran Cramer, a 
former lingerie salesman, is the man- 
ager of “Father Divine’s Kingdom Ex- 
tension.” He shares honors with a 
rs man, Samuel Reuben Alexan- 

er. 

Because this Peace Mission is con- 
ducted as an eating place, many people 
flock there to be fed. It is claimed that 
approximately 1,000 persons are fed 
free of charge every month. Here the 
races mix and mingle food with ferver. 


“TI had heart trouble when I came 
here,” Cramer claimed, “and I tried in 
vain through the use of digitalis to 
overcome it, but not until I accepted 
the teachings of Father Divine was I 
cured. I looked into the work Father 
Divine was doing and I am heartfelt in 
my interest in it.” 


Gluttony 
All of Divine’s heavens reserve one 


vacant chair at their public feeds. This 
chair, according to his followers, is to 
accommodate “the spirit of Father Di- 
vine.” The walls are decorated with 
legends corresponding to those used in 
the poorer American missions. 


Other placards read: “Peace, Thank 
you Father.” One declares: “Peace! 
Father Divine is the ruler of the whole 
world. He has the world in a jug and 
the stopper in his hand. Thank you, 
Father!” Banners carrying such in- 
scriptions are being used in their pa- 
rades. 


Exhortations in public meetings are 
brief. They last about ten minutes. 
These are followed by group chanting 
and swaying of the body. They close 
abruptly § when someone shouts 
“Peace”! 


Even children who are just learning 
to walk emulate the chanting and 
swaying and handclapping of their 
parents. The old people imagine that 
they have become young again. They 
insist that new teeth are coming in, 
but can display only toothless gums. 
The peculiar demonstrations and con- 
tortions are directed by young women, 
and are joined in wholeheartedly by 
new curiosity seekers. The meetings 
seem to be under a spell of demon 
power. 


At Divine’s headquarters in’ Harlem 
the tables are spread every morning at 
11 o’clock. These feasts usually last 
until four o’clock in the afternoon. The 
meetings which start at 11 P. M. con- 
tinue throughout most of the night. 
“Ministering angels” are quartered in 
the dormitories. 


Banquet halls are decorated with 
green, the official color of the cult. 
Even in the absence of Negro Divine, 
much time is given to the confession of 
sex sins. The worshippers address 
themselves to the vacant chair at the 
head of the table. Every talk ends with 
“It is truly wonderful, I thank you, 
Father.” 

Divine delivers two messages each 


day after he has freely partaken of 
the food set before him. His audiences 
at once become “inspired” and moan 
and shout. The fact that their god 
uses abominable English and often 
speaks untelligibly does not concern 
them. They believe that the resources 
of Father Divine are unlimited; in- 
vestigation has disclosed, however, that 
his wealth is not nearly as fabulous as 
has been supposed. 


Beware of False Christs 


Radicals have included the Father 
Divine movement in their wnited front 
against the Church of Christ. There 
can be no question about the constant 
growth of this new religion of blasphe- 
my. These are perilous times. All true 
believers must take a militant part in 
exposing this diabolic attempt to divide 
and destroy their ranks. 


May King, a Salvation Army work- 
er, in reporting a Los Angeles Father 
Divine meeting, states: “They sang, 
‘Father Divine is the light of the world,’ 
‘There is power, power, power, in the 
name of Father Divine,’ ‘Take all your 
troubles to Father Divine, and pray, 
pray, pray.’ Then the chorus, ‘I love 
Father (so do I), I love Father, He’s 
my Saviour, Father smiles and loves 
me too.’ In their testimonies they de- 
clared: ‘Thank you, Father, for what 
you have done for me. I had no peace 
until I met you. No joy in our home 
until you came into it by your spirit. 
I was sick, and you healed me, Father. 
You are the one we have looked for 
since you said you would come back, 
1900 years ago. You have fulfilled 
your word. You have come and you 
walk amongst us now, and your king- 
dom is spreading over the whole 
earth’.” 


These people, this reporter writes, 
were white with one possible exception. 
Among them was a doctor who spoke 
of his long search for God, which cul- 
minated in his discovery of Father. Di-

vine. Some. insisted that “Father” The Black Pop e 


comes to them in spirit at night and 
talks to them, or else speaks to them 
at the banquet table. All worry has 
left them, and they are now “Father’s 
deathless followers.” 


When this worker exhibited her Bi- 
ble, she was told, “That’s a pretty little 
book. God did not even know it was 
written. You look for one to come 
from the sky. He isn’t up there, and 
anyway it’s wet up there.” 


Feeling that she should not leave the 
meeting without giving her testimony, 
this lady rose to her feet and said: “I 
would feel like a traitor to the Lord 
Jesus Christ if I wouldn’t testify for 
Him now.” 


When she finished, they said, “Amen, 
that’s the same Father Divine you’ve 
been told about.” 


Our Lord distinctly prohibits _ be- 
lievers to go after false christs. Many 
who have sought to satisfy their curio- 
sity have fallen into the Devil’s trap. 
It is dangerous to expose oneself to 
this Satanic influence. 


God of the Godless 


There is a difference of opinion as 
to the source of this man’s power. Some 
point out that there is a mass of evi- 
dence to show the presence of a myste- 
rious demon occultism which can also 
be found in other parts of the world. 


Others claim that Father Divine’s 
power is due altogether to his magnetic 
personality, and that he is merely pro- 
moting a lucrative business. In either 
case, one is confronted by a spiritual 
wickedness and evil influence. Divine’s 
followers claim that “his deity was 
first recognized when a great light 
shone around the table during an early 
public banquet.” Henceforth they wor- 
shipped him as God 


However, there are so many un- 
founded stories that it is difficult to 
distinguish between the truth and mere 
fables. Divine sees to it that his past 
. remains very much in the dark. No 
two photographs of him look alike. He 
secludes himself in his new five story 
brick building on 115th Street, Harlem, 
and emerges only during banquets, pa- 
rades and excursions when he is ac- 
claimed as “God and Christ” by his 
followers. 


The Divine movement is spreading 
into many countries throughout the 
world. Father Divine’s every utterance 
is a blasphemy against Almighty God. 
The appearance of this god of the god- 
less presents a solemn’ warning to 
Christians that the time of. the Lord’s 
preparation is at hand, that prophecy

fulfilled, and that the Lord 


Jesus Christ is coming soon to “take 


vengeance on them that know not God:”

HE Black Pope is commonly 

known to be the General of 
the Jesuits. He is called “Black” 
to distinguish him from the 
White Pope who is the reigning 
Pontiff. 


He resides in Rome, but never ap- 
pears in public, nor is ever seen con- 
versing with the Pope. But he is “the 
power behind the throne”, for he usual- 
ly dictates the policies of the Church, 
and the Pope usually obeys the sugges- 
tions of the Black Pope, or he assumes 
great risks if he does not. 


This does not mean that there have 
not been Popes who have asserted their 
independence and acted even contrary 
to the policies of the Jesuits, but they 
assumed great personal risks, and at 
least one of them was murdered (see 
last part of this article). 


This leads me to write on the “Je- 
suits”. It is a very difficult task. On- 
ly a Jesuit can write about Jesuitism, 
and not every Jesuit either, for the 
rank and file of the “Brothers” are 
simply automatons in the hands of 
their superiors: 

Theirs is not to reason why, 
Theirs is but to do and die. 


Therefore only the few superiors 
know all the tricks and workings of 
Jesuitism, and they will not write for 
publication, for the Jesuit order is the 
most secret society in existence. What 
I propose to do, in this short article, is 
simply to relate what is common knowl- 
edge about that dark organization— 
knowledge which any intelligent man 
can gather from history and by con- 
sulting books on the subject in any 
public library. 


The Jesuits “are dreaded by many, 
are hated by as many others and are 
admired by as many more. That order 
has produced men of towering intellects 
and men of unbounded self-denial. For 
a time they were the master spirits of 
the world, conquerors of sciences and 
of the consciences of kings and Popes. 
Then they were hurled from power, 
disgraced, condemned and_ expelled 
from one country after another, only 
to come back later and be restored to 
their former power and prestige and 
become even more intrenched.” 


The Founder of the Jesuits 


The founder of the Jesuits was Ig- 
natius de Loyola of Spain. He was 
born the thirteenth child of Beltram 
Loyola in 1491, just one year before the 
diseovery of America by Columbus. At 
29 years of age he was an officer in 
the Spanish army and in the war with 
‘France he was wounded. - 


While- recovering in the hospital he 
read the life of Christ and was con- 
verted to religion. He took his religion 
seriously, for he yielded his life to God 
on the altar of the Church of Our Lady 
of Monserrat. He hung his sword on 
the side wall of the altar and walked 
out of the sanctuary a new man, de- 
termined to use only spiritual weapons 
in the service of God and the Church. 
He gave himself to prayer, meditation 


and penance. Then he began to study, 
for at 39 he had not studied grammar. 


At first he was looked upon with 
suspicion by the Spanish Inquisition 
for they thought him one of the hereti- 
cal Illuminati, and he had to flee t 
France. No one could have dnmanl 
at that time that Loyola would become 
in the near future one of the most 
powerful promoters of the Inquisition. 


Loyola founded the “Society of Je- 
sus” (S.0.J.) When you see these 
three letters after the name of a priest 
you will know that he is a Jesuit. As 
far as I know only Jesuit priests in 
this Country parade those three letters 
after their name, for in Italy and oth- 
er Catholic countries, the word ‘“Je- 
suit” has an odious meaning and Je- 
suits are afraid to be known as such. 


The Order was approved by Pope 
Paul III on September 27, 1540 and 
there were only ten persons in the or- 
iginal Society. They obligated them- 
selves that they would “go without re- 
muneration to whatever part of the 
world it should please the Pope to send 
them”. They are under this law to 
this day. 


Ignatius became the first General. 
He did not want the office, but was 
compelled to take it. : 


No woman is admitted to this order. 
There were three women admitted at 
first; but Ignatius said that one wom- 
an gave him more trouble than all the 
“Brothers” put together. So they or- 
ganized the “Nuns of the Sacred 
Heart” which is completely under the 
control of the Jesuits. 


Their Motto 


The motto adopted from the begin- 
ning is “Ad Majorem Gloriam Dev’.— 
“To the greater glory of God’. This 
motto is inscribed at the door of every 
Jesuit church or school. 


Learning is the aim and ambition of 
every Jesuit. They are so regarded to 
this day. They found schools and get 
as pupils the sons of the aristocracy, 
even if the fathers are atheists, in- 
= to religion or even Protes- 
ants. 


Discipline 


The international General of the Je- 
suits is the most absolute master of 
his subjects on earth. He stands in 
the place of God. Every Jesuit is body, 
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mind and soul, under the will and com- 
mand of the General. He is “hance 
cadaver” like a corpse. He has no 
mind of his own, for he renounced the 
right to think independently when he 
took his vows. 


Every Jesuit has a confessor assign- 
ed to him by his superior. This con- 
fessor has to report to the superior 
all the secrets received in the confes- 
sion before he can grant absolution. 
So every member of the Order is un- 
der constant surveillance. It is some- 
times called “the Society of Sacred 
Detectives”. 


To Fight Protestantism 


«. The Jesuit Order was organized to 
fight Protestantism; to extirpate her- 
esy and heretics. 


(1) Schools are the most powerful 
instruments of the Jesuits. They 
attract nobles and princes, people in 
the higher walks of life. For a time 
they alone trained all the future rulers 
of Europe. Many fathers who are 
free-thinkers, yea, even many Protes- 
tants allow their children to be edu- 
cated in the Jesuit schools, where they 
are trained to fight Protestants and 
laugh at the religion of their fathers. 


(2) The rule of conduct commonly 
ascribed to the Jesuits is that “the 
end justifies the means”, although it 
is fair to say that this maxim is not 
found in any of their official writings. 
But it must be one of their unwritten 
laws, for many crimes attributed to 
them including the “Gunpowder Plot” 
when they attempted to blow up the 
English Parliament in 1604, and re- 
gicides perpetrated with the _ intent 
that the Roman Catholic Church might 
receive advantage, shows the working 
of this lawless ideal. 


(3) The Spies of the Jesuits: They 
are the “Brothers” of the 5th Order, 
who support the Society of Jesus with 
their money and with their power, and 
report all the affairs of the world to 
the followers of Ignatius. He might 
be a prominent politician, a cabinet 
officer, your pastor, a servant in the 
family, your porter or your chauffeur. 
They are every where and work under 
every conceivable guise. 


Suppression of the Jesuits 


The Jesuits were expelled from 
Portugal in 1759, from France in 
1762, from Spain in 1767-68, from 
Russia in 1820. They were suppressed 
and outlawed by Pope Clement XIV 
with a Bull issued in July 21, 1773, 
“for crimes against civilization” say- 
ing, “Out of mature deliberation, out 
of our certain knowledge and pleni- 
tude -of power, we do extinguish and 
suppress the often mentioned Society”. 


The Pope was warned that this sup- 
pression would cost his life, and he 
knew it full well, but was brave 
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enough to act according to his con- 
science. 

Some time after the edict of sup- 
pression, a card was tacked on the 
door of the Pope’s room with these four 
enigmatic letters: J. S. S. V. which 
meant in Italian: “In Settembre Sede 
Vacante”, (In September the Papal 
Seat will be Vacant). He was poison- 
ed by a wafer administered to him by 
the hand of a Jesuit and died in Sep- 
tember 22, 1774. Upon the Order of 
the Jesuits that crime rests with a 
withering curse and indelible infamy. 


This is how a historian describes 
a of Ganganelli, Pope Clement 


“Immediately after death, the body 
of Clement turned black; the muscles 
of the spine were detached and decom- 
posed; the removal of the Pontifical 
robes from the dead body brought 
away a great portion of the skin; the 
hair of his head remained on the pil- 
low where he rested, and with trifling 
friction the finger nails fell off. 
Ganganelli was in perfect health be- 
fore the suppression of the Jesuits.” 
(The Papal System, by William Cath- 
cart). 

Note: When the order of the Jes- 
uits was suppressed by Pope Clement 
XIV in 1773 the Society had 41 prov- 
inces, 22,589 members, (of whom 11,- 
295 were priests) 669 colleges, 176 
seminaries, 61 houses for novices, 273 
missions in foreign countries, 335 res- 
idences, and the controlling influence 
over 80 theological faculties. The Gen- 
eral, Lorenzo Ricci, was imprisoned in 
Castel S. Angelo where he died in 1775. 

Note 2: Pope Pius VII restored the 
Order of the Jesuits in August 7, 1814 
in a Bull, Solicitudo omnium ecclesiar- 
um” and opened to them the Church of 
Gesu in Rome, which they still have. 

Although I have not made complete 
research on the present status of the 
Jesuit Order, for it is doubtful whether 
the true figures are available, still I 
believe the Jesuits, with a little change 
in strategy and tactics, exercise even 
greater influence in world affairs to- 
day than they did in ancient times.

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Christ and Archaeology

LESS than fifty years ago the 

higher critics affirmed that 
no authentic record existed con- 
cerning the Character set forth 
in the New Testament as Jesus, 
since they refused to accept the 
Gospels as authentic. 


They further affirmed that as close 
as we could get to Him historically was 
three hundred years. Over thirty-two 
years ago, as the head of a publishing 
Company, I published, at the author’s 
expense,, a book entitled, “Jesus, A 
Myth”. The author took as his thesis 
that Jesus was the re-vamped Osiris, 
or another version of Apollo, and other 
Sun gods. 


The theory was advanced that there 
would have been a great library of such 
theses if they could all have been col- 
lected in one place. The sad part of the 
whole matter was that scholars favor- 
able to the authenticity of the New 
Testament could not substantiate their 
position by proofs, that would be ac- 
cepted by the so-called scientific world. 


But how different is the situation to- 
day! I have lived through both periods, 
and it is a great pleasure to know that 
at the present time the tables are com- 
pletely turned, and the history of the 
Person called Jesus the Christ is now 
as authentic from documentary evi- 
dence (archaeological) as that of any 
of the great characters of profane 
history. 


Date of Christ’s Birth 


It is our purpose to trace the evi- 
dence which has placed Jesus in the list 
of authentic historical characters, and 
removed Him scientifically from the 
list of mythological personalities. 
Archaeology is the hand-maiden that 
has made this possible. 


We shall now have something to say 
about two dates, the real birthday of 
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Jesus, and the date of his death upon 
the cross. 


Constantine the Great became Em- 
peror of the Roman Empire in the 
early part of the fourth century. After 
the battle Saxa Rubra, Christianity was 
declared the State Religion. Then Con- 
stantine’s mother requested of her son 
that she be allowed to go to Palestine 
and identify several “holy sites”. 


The first site that she, to her satis- 
faction, identified was the cave in 
which Jesus was born. This she located 
in Bethlehem of Judea. She erected a 
church over the cave. Today the church 
of the Nativity stands there. It, of 
course, is not the one erected by 
Helena, but its successor. 


The Christian world has become ac- 
customed to celebrate December 25th 
as the birthday of Jesus; but this is not 
the real date. For several centuries im- 
mediately following Jesus’ life upon 
the earth, there were four different 
dates celebrated by the churches. 


About the fourth century the church- 
es, in conclave, agreed to keep Decem- 
mer 25th as the date, fully conscious 
that they had settled upon the old Ro- 
man Saturnalia, a feast of immemorial 
origin. Among the dates celebrated was 
October 4th, and this has proven to be 
the correct date. Of course, Jesus was 
not born in the year I, A.D. as would 
be inferred from our present calendar, 
but B.C. as the calendar stands today. 


According to the New Testament 
Jesus was born in the reign of the Em- 
peror Augustus, and in ‘the year that 
the Roman ruler had decreed a general 
census of the Empire. This census had 
a threefold purpose: (1) to create 
a new tax roll, (2) to obtain a 


census of the man-power of the Em-— 


pire, (3) to get an estimate of all its 
material resources. 


This decree called for all people who 
were subject to “mishpat” to return to 
their native village in order to make 
the tax rolls. Mary and Joseph were 
both native to Bethlehem, and had in- 
herited property there; therefore, they 
both had to return to that place accord- 
ing to law, then proceed to Jerusalem 
for the general census. 


The date of this census by archaeo- 
logical documents has been established 
at 4 B.C. as our calendar now stands. 
In 1913 several astounding monuments 
were found at Antioch. They supple- 
mented each other, and referred to and 
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goatee honors upon, the same fami- 
y: 

For some years it seemed that we 
must place the birth of our Savior 
circa 9 B.C. but the monument at 
Antioch has now established the date 
of the second Proconsulship of Quirin- 
ius as 6-4 B.C., this being the date of 
the General Census. 


We would have to be content with 
the variation of those two years had 
not the Great Pyramid at Gizeh come 
to the rescue with its testimony. Put- 
ting the two in conjunction, we arrive 
at the true date of the birth of Jesus. 
without entering into a long technical 
discussion we can set the date as 
October 4th, 2:50 A.M. 4 B.C. as our 
calendar now stands. 


With this date established, we are 
able to more intelligently interpret 
certain passages of the New Testament. 


Date of Christ’s Life 


Now let us see if we can establish 
another date in the life of Jesus 
through archaeological evidence. 


As far as the Gospels are concerned, 
there is a lacuna of eighteen years in 
the life of the Nazarene; from His 
twelfth year until He appears on the 
banks of the Jordan to be baptized by 
John. We shall not enter into the dis- 
cussion of those years, but allow me 
to state a great deal is now known 
concerning them. 


Jesus was born in the tribe of Judah, 
and therefore not officially a priest ac- 
cording to the Law. But He could 
legally become one if He so desired ob- 
serving certain requirements. The two 
major requirements were that He 
should be past His thirtieth birthday, 
and be baptized as a symbol of passing 
from His old tribe to His new or adopt- 
) one—the tribe of Levi (theoretical- 
y). 

The Feast of the Tabernacles occur- 
red in October. In the thirtieth year of 
His life Jesus attended this festival in 
Jerusalem, and on His way home to 
Nazareth to v:sit His mother and. fami- 
ly, He stopped upon hearing about His 
cousin’s preaching and was baptized 
by the Baptist. 


We must resort to the Catacombs at 
Rome in order to obtain a definite im- 
pression of our Savior. There, mural 
paintings have been very recently dis- 
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covered, and the account of them will 
not yet be found in published form. 


So exact is one of these paintings, 
and so true, that it has been tentative- 
ly possible to identify the spot upon 
the banks of the Jordan. Archaeologists 
have gone so far as to believe that the 
artist had been an eye-witness to the 
scene which he portrayed: The writer 
has a lantern slide of the painting, and 
one of the tentatively identified spot, 
and it is very difficult to tell them 
from one another. 


This painting represents John as 
pouring water upon the head of Jesus 
out of the palm of his right hand. I am 
not entering upon a discussion of the 
mode of baptism, I am just setting 
forth artifacts as found. 


We cannot give closer date for the 
baptism than October, 27 A.D., the 
year after Pontius Pilate became 
Governor of Palestine. 


Christ Mentioned in Talmud 


There is an idea that the Jews have 
no record of Jesus, or His life. 


This is a mistake, but one that the 
Jews have never been very energetic in 
correcting. However, it remains that 
they do have such record, and that 
record is to be found in the Talmud. 


The Jewish Talmud is a work larger 
than the Encyclopaedia Britannica. It 
has been kept in mystery and some- 
what inaccessible to European scholars; 
but today every part is known to these 
same savants. Jesus is often found 
mentioned in the Talmud. The refer- 
—— have been set forth by scholars in 

etail. 


However, with the exception of twice, 
He is not mentioned by name, but there 
is no mistaking to whom the references 
are made. The work of Jesus is not 
denied, but it is claimed that He learn- 
ed witchcraft in Egypt. Even several of 
the disciples are mentioned by name, 
and the Gospel called avengil, meaning 
black paper, rather than evangel, good 
news. 


Finding the Cup 


Jesus and His disciples celebrated 
the Passover in the upper room; then 
Jesus_ inaugurated a new ritual—the 
Last Supper. When this part of the 
evening was reached, Judas had left 
the house and was on his way to the 
Jewish officials. How all Christians 
revere that ritual! And the early Chris- 
tian held it in deepest reverence. 


There was always a tradition that 
somewhere in the world, the cup that 
Jesus blessed that night, existed. How 
we have longed that our eyes might 
behold that cup! Little did archaeolo- 
gists dream the spade might bring it 
to light. 


I am perfectly aware that this sub- 
ject is still a matter of dispute, or dif- 
ference of opinion among scholars, but 
the onus of the proof must lie with the 
negative. Such a cup was found to- 
gether with its containing chalice. 
Whether the cup and the chalice are 
exactly of the same age, i. e. that the 
chalice was with the cup when Jesus 
used it that historical night, or that the 
chalice was later made and the cup de- 
posited in it, is a matter for further 
study. 


It seems to be the consensus that 


the container is of later date, perhaps 
twenty years after the death of Jesus. 
This is a matter for the specialist or 
the silver-smith to decide. The cup it- 
self is made from a sheet of silver; the 
chalice from the same material. The 
rim of the cup has had several slivers 
cut from it by means of some sharp 
instrument. Is this the relic of the 
souvenir hunter? 


Did several of the disciples cut these. 
slivers from the cup for the purpose of 
treasuring them in remembrance of 
that great night? It seems to the 
writer more than probable that such 
was the case. 


How did the cup find its way to 
Antioch? It is possible that Peter 
carried it with him when he fled from 
Jerusalem. It undoubtedly rested in his 
care, and he left it in Antioch when he 
went to Rome. 


In addition to the cup we have the 
Roman record concerning the “clerk” of 
the church who refused to reveal the 
hiding place of the cup, and the Ro- 
mans put him to torture, and finally 
to death, but failed to make the martyr 
reveal its location. Nearly 2,000 years 
later it was found embedded in its 
matrix. 

The Chalice of Antioch is one of the 
finest specimen of the art of the 
ancient silver-smith known. The figures 
on it are so moulded that it is not dif- 
ficult to recognize the majority of 
them. One figure would not coincide 
with the ideas that the majority of 
people have in regard to the appear- 
ance of Jesus. Other sources of infor- 
mation had to be brought to bear upon 


the subject. Two of these sources were 
found in Italy. 


A Remarkable Cloth 


The artifact in the cathedral of 
Turin is a web, or cloth of fine linen 
about thirteen feet long by about forty- 
eight inches wide. It is brown in color, 
somewhat the shade of parchment. It 
has been burned at one corner, yet the 
rest of the cloth shows no signs of 
scorching. 


As far as the web is concerned, it 
would not attract a second glance were 
it found in a museum. But it is one of 
the great scientific puzzles of the day. 
The camera must be focused upon it, 
then the marvel stands forth. The dis- 
aed of its peculiarity was accident- 


It is said, you know, that a camera 
never reveals anything except that 
which its lenses see. en the plates of 
an exposure of this cloth are developed, 
a most astounding thing happens. 
These plates reveal the outlines of a

human body, the face of which is very 
distinct. 


It is the face of a young man about 
thirty years of age, without a beard, 
and the hair short cropped.

How Bolshevism Was Checked

(THOSE who are dismayed by the 

baleful influence of Bolshev- 
ism on religion and morals, will 
do well to remember that America 
passed through a similar period 
just after the French Revolution. 


Bolshevism at that time was known 
as Jacobinism, and had arisen largely 
through secret societies known as the 
Illuminati (a term equivalent to the In- 
telligentsia). . 


In France, if memory is correct, a 
woman of —_— morals was put 
up to establish a new religion, and the 
a tone of moral conditions may 

seen from the fact that Jean Jacques 
Rousseau had five illegitimate children, 
whom he dumped into a foundling in- 
stitution minus funds and his name. 


In America, one of the Presidents had 
imbibed some of their views about the 
Bible, and attempted to establish the 
University of Virginia with professors 
from France—who later had to be 
dropped because the good old Virgin- 
ians would not patronize the institu- 
tion. 


In Princeton there were only three 
students who dared profess themselves 
Christians, and in Yale there were none, 
but per contra the boys would facetious- 
ly drop their own names and call them- 
ny Renan, Robespierre, Rousseau 
et al. 


How shall we account for America’s 
return to Jesus Christ and sanity? 


THEN, AS NOW, THE HUMAN 
MiND COULD NOT MEET THE SIT- 
UATION. BUT THE HOLY SPIRIT 
INTRODUCED A CENTURY OF RE- 
VIVALS. The colleges took the lead, 
one of the first revivals occurring in 
Hampden Sidney College, Virginia, 
about 1787. 


The wide reach of the movement 
may be seen from what one man wrote 
20 bright 
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. blacksmith had felt so deeply? 


several thousands of miles from Vir- 
ginia— “Since that day revivals have 
never ceased. I saw a continuous suc- 
cession of heavenly sprinklings at New 
Salem, Farmington, Middlebury, and 
New Hartford, Connecticut, until in 
1799 I could stand at my door in New 
Hartford, Litchfield County, and num- 
ber 50 or 60 congregations laid down in 
one field of divine wonders.” 


Then about 1800, in the backwoods 
of Kentucky, a great revival occurred 
under the ministry of a Presbyterian 
preacher, which was attended by all 
classes, whites and blacks, from within 
a radius of 60 miles. 


Rev. Barton W. Stone, who after- 
wards became a leading light with the 
Disciples of Christ, rode all the way 
aeross the state to attend. Coming 
with doubts, he was convinced, and 
when he reported the facts to his own 
people, a similar movement began, 
which he described thus: “The roads 
were crowded with wagons, horses, and 
footmen, moving to the solemn camp. 
It was judged by military men on the 
ground that between 20 and 30 thou- 
sand persons were assembled. Four 
or five preachers spoke at the same 
time in different parts of the camp 
without confusion. The Methodist and 
Baptist preachers aided in the work, 
and all appeared cordially united in 
it. They were of one mind and one 
soul; the salvation of sinners was the 
one object. We all engaged in singing 
the same songs, all united in prayer, 
all preached the same things. The 
numbers converted will be known only 
in eternity.” 


In some cases we may trace the hu- 
man agencies used by the Spirit of 
God. When Yale University had such 
a revival that 75 out of 230 pupils 
were converted, we trace back to the 
selection of a godly President, Timothy 
Dwight—an example which may well 
be remembered by boards of managers 
today. 


In a later case, a great revival 
could not be explained until it was 
found that a number of those converted 
first began to be moved on a certain 
day, and that on the self-same day, 
all unknown to others, a i 
that 
he had closed his shop and given the 
day to intense praying for souls. 


Chas. G. Finney, who was so widely 
used in revival movements, himself 
became first interested in the subject 
while studying law. The authors, so 
often referred to the Mosaic Institutes 
as authority on great principles, that 


it set Finney to reading the Bible, 
which usually convinces a man. 
The great revival of 1857 is thus 





described—“A few months ago an aged 
servant of God remarked in our hear- 
ing that he could easily remember 
when the entire eastern half of Amer- 
ica seemed to be ‘one big prayer-meet- 
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ing’. How that prayer-meeting began 
is told as follows by Rev. E. Wigle in 
his book, Prevailing Prayer: 


“In 1857 a city missionary in New 
York, bending low before God in 

rayer for the perishing souls about 

im, pleadingly cried: ‘Lord, What 
wilt thou have me to do?’ His ear- 
nestness became intense. His faith 
took hold of the promises, and he arose 
to the expectation that hundreds and 
thousands would be converted to God. 
He had no idea of how this would be 
brought about. He resolved on a 
noon-day prayer-meeting. On Septem- 
ber 23 he was found in a room con- 
nected with the Fulton Street Chapel. 
He waited half an hour, when one per- 
son entered; shortly after another 
came in, then three or four others. 
The spirit of prayer increased, and in 
the fifth month from the beginning, 
prayer meetings were held in churches, 
theatres, court rooms, public halls, 
workshops and tents, where crowds 
attended and filled the places. The 
interest rapidly spread to other cities 
—Boston, Baltimore, Washington, Rich- 
mond, etc.—until the whole land had 
received the rain. The most hopeless 
and forbidding were brought under the 
mighty power and saved.” 

Is this possible now in these days? 
It seems more difficult because the 
enemy with Satanic cunning has pur- 
posely misled so many of the clergy, 
the very men who should take the 
lead, and it looks as though God may 
have to use other men to outwit the 
strategy. But God is not limited. 


We know that prayer for the Holy 
Spirit has a definite promise, con- 
ditioned only as to the manner in which 
His influence will be given. “If ye, 
then, being evil, know how to give 
good gifts unto your children how much 
more shall your heavenly Father give” 
(not “good gifts” but) “the Holy Spirit 
to them that ask him.” (Luke 11:18). 

In our anxiety lest Bolshevism sweep 
away our faith, degrade our sons and 
daughters to gregarious customs, over- 
throw our governments and our Chris- 
tian regime, we should remember that 
the human mind cannot outwit Satanic 
suggestion, but we have the resources 
of omniscience and omnipotence within 
reach, if we will only lay aside pride 
of human scholarship, and seek guid- 
ance. God can overrule even the cru- 
cifixion of the Christ to accomplish His 
purpose.

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Protocols and Communism

Genesis 47:1-20 


JOSEPH, the youngest son of 

Jacob, the father of all Israel, 
has long worn the halo of saint- 
hood. 


His Old Testament record is one in 
which Jews took pride and the Chris- 
tians of twenty centuries have been ac- 
customed to pay him tributes of praise. 


It is not my purpose to dim this 
halo or detract from just credit, but 
to interpret this text sanely and in 
the light of present-day world affairs. 


The text selected for this discourse 
is a straightforward story of Joseph’s 
administration of government affairs 
in Egypt; and it will be noted, in pass- 
ing, that he proved himself a true son 
of his father, Jacob, keeping an eye 
to the first chance for his own, secur- 
ing for his blood kin Goshen, the best 
of all the land, and while enriching 
them, he made a political move that 
stripped every Egyptian off all he 
had; his land, his horses, cattle, sheep, 
and converted him into a government 
slave, to be driven according to the 
pleasure of the potentate on the 
throne. 


Strangely enough, after 4,000 years 
the whole world is facing a repetition 
of this Egyptian experience. New Jo- 
sephs have arisen who threaten the 
overthrow of all free peoples, and 
whose plan, if successful, will enable 


them to cash in on the world chaos 
and become themselves the prime min- 
isters of the earth. 

Sometime ago, in the British Mu- 
seum, there was discovered a book en- 
titled, “The Protocols of the Learned 
Elders of Zton.” 

This book contains a full program 
by which it is proposed to submerge 
the nations of the earth to Jewish con- 
trol; and, strange to say, history is 
now running into the mold of the Pro- 
tocol program. 


We shall not, at this time, discuss 
the origin of this book. It involves a 
debate that may never be settled. Jews 
in general deny that their elders wrote 
it. Many students of the same are 
firmly convinced that it could have no 
other origin, and there the matter 
stands. 

But the comparison of the procedure 
of Joseph in Egypt and “the Proto- 
col” plan, is interesting, to say the 
least, and worthy of careful consider- 
ation. 

We desire now to study the text in 
the light of present history. The text 
in that light, involves The Economic 
Crisis; The Cash Control; and The 
Current Trend. 


The Economic Crisis 
In Joseph’s day it came in conse- 
quence of crop failure. 
“There was a famine in the land”.

It is a bit difficult for an American 
to appreciate the full significance of 
the word “famine.” So abundantly has 
God blessed our land that the lack of 
bread has been almost unknown in its 
history; and, with the coming of mod- 
ern machinery, our crops have even 
exceeded all demand, so that we live 
not alone in a land of plenty, but in 
a country of great surplus. The big 
problem for America is the problem 
of disposing of surplus foodstuffs and 
manufactured products. 


The most of us have never seen a 
starving man, and few of us_ have 
ever known hunger that exceeded a 
single day in duration; but we can 
learn from history what this fright- 
ful monster of “famine” means. When 
one listens: to a rehearsal such as our 
Russian brother, Peter Deyneka, gives, 
whose own brothers and sisters, in 
Soviet Russia, starved to death, he 
visualizes the terrors of this awful 
thing that through the centuries has 
slowly consumed its millions of agon- 
izing victims. 

Think of children, as in the Deyneka 
family, pulling up grass and carrying 
it to a starving mother, pleading with 
her: 

“Mama: Can’t you make us a soup 
of this? Something! Something! Some- 
thing! so that we can eat and live.” 


Think of a mother—Mrs. Deyneka 
—watching the fevered swelling bod- 
ies of her starving children, as day 
after day they go without a bite, until 





she, herself, begs them to kill her and - 


eat her flesh! 


Such has been the fate of many in 
that land of Jewish Dictatorship in 
Russia, now famed by propagandists 
as the land of “the noble (?) experi- 
ment of Sovietism.” And then, if your 
imagination can possibly expand to the 
infinite, think of thousands of our 
fellow countrymen, communists—de- 
siring to bring a kindred control to 
this free and over-favored country. If 
you can contemplate that without a 
revolt of spirit that makes you ready 
for patriotic defense, you are an un- 
fit citizen of this “land of the free” 
and this “home of the brave.” 


The present advocates of -“COM- 
MUNISM” for America are nothing 
other than friends of the monster, 
Famine; and they would, if:they could, 
bring it about tomorrow, that, by the 
day following, they might filch the 
land of all its gold, take over its cattle 
and its farms, and possess themselves 
of all its factories, arts and industries. 
That is “the Protocol Plan.” 


Here is a statement taken from this 
writing, word for word: 


“We will create a universal crisis 
by all possible underhand means; by 
the help of gold, which is all in our 
hands, simultaneously, we will throw 
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on the streets huge crowds of workmen 
throughout Europe. These masses will 
gladly throw themselves upon, and 
shed the blood of those of whom, in 
their ignorance, they have been jeal- 
ous from childhood, and whose belong- 
ings they will be able to plunder.” 


“We shall so wear down the Gen- 
tiles that they will be compelled to 
offer us international power and by 
its possession will enable us, without 
further violence, gradually to absorb 
all of the State forces of the world and 
to form a super-government.” 


In Joseph’s day famine crushed the 
spirit of the people. 


Starvation is no less effective in 
the twentieth century. Recently in 
Russia the self-appointed rulers of 
that political bedlam, have, between 
decapitating the noble and learned of 
the land, and stripping, of every earth- 
ly possession, the poor classes, made 
themselves absolute. They can live in 
luxury while their slaves must beg for 
bread; and if any, by word or deed, 
offend, then starvation or Siberia is 
their fate; and between the two there 
is little choice! 


“Ellery Walter counted recently in 
four weeks’ time seventeen train loads, 
some forty cars long each, of such peo- 
ple. Men, women, and children peered 
out at him through the bars. They 
were enroute to hard labor, prison 
camps, or death in Siberia.” 


Believe it or not, I give you my 
testimony that I have already received 
through the mails, a commissary book 
made out in my name, carrying my 
picture, and proposing to provide me, 
on presentation at the Communistic 
government stores, with food and 
clothing so long as I remained a satis- 
factory subject of these particular 
super-governors. But on my particular 
commissary pass was plainly stated 
that if I offended it could be taken up; 
and if I was found without it, I could 
be cast into prison without trial; and 
that pass was stamped for use in the 
United States in 1934, 


I have that book in my possession; 
thousands of them are abroad; the 
sight of it is an insult to any free 
American, and its existence should 
arouse such public indignation as to 
sweep the spirit of Sovietism forever 
from our shores. 


The truth is, that, like the disciples of 
Jesus, most true Americans are sleep- 
ing while the new Judas Iscariots are 
not only selling our Christ for smal] 
pieces of silver and gold, but are plan- 
ning the crucifixion, not only of our 
et but of our civilization it- 
self. 


Already America is_ increasingly 
coming to the Soviet sovereignty. 
Fifty years ago a citizen worked one 
day out of every twenty to pay his 
share of government expenses. Now it 
takes his every third day to discharge 
the same. I have surrendered my home 
to mortgagors within a year because 
my taxes were heavier than I could 
carry. 


Meantime managing bureaus are 
created with every passing hour. All 
the letters of the alphabet have long 
since been consumed in naming them. 
New and varied combinations of these 
letters have to be invented to compass 
their number. So far as some of us can 


see, these bureaus have brought no 
blessing to the land, but have proven 
like the Old Testament prophetic: 
picture: consumers only. 


“That which the palmerworm hath 
left, hath the locust eaten; and that 
which the locust hath left, hath the 
cankerworm eaten; and that which the 
cankerworm hath left, hath the cater- 
pillar eaten.” Joel 124. 


If Communism is not the objective 
of President Roosevelt and his “Brain~ 
Trust,” it was extremely stupid for 
them to adopt the Russian Soviet ap- 
pearance in program! 


Little wonder that H. L. Mencken 
said to the “BRAIN TRUST”: 


“Go back to your old jobs while the 
going is good. Go back to teaching: 
sophomores to be ashamed of then 
fathers. If you go on much longer try-: 
ing a new cure every day on poor old 
Uncle Sam, and sending in a bill for’ 
one hundred million dollars for’ every- 
one, you may wake up some mérming 
and find the country howling for your 
hide!” 


America is in dire need of a revo- 
lution, but it ought to take the opposite’ 
direction from the one now being advo- 
cated by theorist-professors. Alfred 
Smith, six years ago a candidate for 
the Presidency, of the United States, 
has proven himself a far better friend 
of Americanism than the present 
“Brain Trust.” 

In the “New Outlook” he calls atten- 
tion to the fact that New York State 
has several times as many officials as 
are required to give it a far better gov- 
ernment than at present it enjoys; and 
suggests that the sensible step would 
be to wipe hundreds of them from the 
State and place in the hands of far’ 
fewer and more competent men an 
economic administration. 


In Joseph’s day the Egyptians had to 
surrender or die! 


When they had given up all their 
chattels and nothing remained to them 
but their land and their lives, they 
came back to offer both for the 
privilege of a slave existence; and, 
mark you, the offer was what Joseph 
had planned and expected, and he in- 
stantly closed the bargain. 
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The most outstanding piece of 
stupidity, that I have ever seen, is the 
present attitude of the working classes 
toward the Communistie philosophy. 
They seem to imagine that in Commun- 
istic control the property of the rich 
will be taken over and fairly distribut- 
ed among the poor. Such a thought on- 
ly indicates how communistic propa- 
gandists have deceived those whom 
they would enslave. The poor in Russia 
had a hard time under the old Czar 
oppressor, but as Tolstoy prophesied, it 
was incomparably better than they now 
enjoy under Communism. 


In America we have had a drunken 
orgy of wealth. Our millionaires have 
not only been crooks; most of them 
have been fools. They have vainly sup- 
posed that they could go on adding 
fortune to fortune; could climb from 
the possession of millions to the top of 
billionaire mountain; and, in order to 
do so, they have joined hands with the 
secret despoilers of social good and have 
inflated values, watered stocks and 
robbed the whole land of untold wealth. 
The public should withhold its tears of 
sympathy as prisons open to receive 
them. 


The time has come when, by intelli- 
gent legislation and righteous execu- 
tion of the law, such godless greed 
should be condemned and curtailed. 


But even these men, in their endless 
greed, have remained humane. Some of 
them have voluntarily passed back mil- 
lions on millions to the uses of the 
public. They have invested it in parks, 
they have endowed schools; they have 
constructed art galleries; they have set 
aside hundreds of acres as playgrounds 
for the poor. Some of them have gone 
so far as to say we would be “ashamed 
to die rich” and while humaneness is 
with a man the public will never become 
to him a mere medium of personal prof- 
it; but it seems to be a fact of history 
that there is a class of men whose love 
of money is, and has always been, so 
great that it crushes out all humane 
sentiment and expresses itself in one 
cold purpose—gain. Joseph was a fair 
sample of such men, and a son of their 
flesh as well! 


The Cash Control 


It will be conceded that when Joseph 
took over “all the gold” of Egypt and 
stored the same in the government 
vaults, he took the first step toward 
= complete enslavement of the peo- 
ple. 


It is significant in the last degree, 
that the present administration, under 
Jewish counsel, duplicated that step 
within one month after its installation 


‘ 
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in power.. Herzl, the great Jew, ad- 
dressing: the Elders of Zion, says: 


“You are aware that the gold stand- 
ard has been the ruin of the states 
which adopted it, for it has not been 
able to fit its demands; so that we have 
removed gold from circulation as far 
as possible; and we would thus set 
about the overthrow of them as a mat- 
ter of policy.” 

Dr. Munzer, another Jew, in his book, 
“The Way to Zion,” admits: 


“We Jews spilled the blood of the 
masses. We have tarnished and broken 
their power. We have made everything 
foul, rotten, decomposed, and decayed.” 


Disraeli, the greatest Jew that the 
English world ever knew, in his book 
“Connigsby,” 1844, said: 


“The world is governed by very dif- 
ferent personages from what is im- 
agined by those who are not behind the 
scenes.” 


Later, in another volume, “The Life 
of Lord Bentinck,” pp. 497 to 498, he 
added: 

“The influence of the Jews may be 
traced to the last outbreak of de- 
struction in Europe. An insurrection 
takes place against tradition and 
aristocracy, against religion and prop- 
erty. Destruction of the Semitic 
principle, extirpation of the Jewish re- 
ligion, whether in the Mosaic or the 
Christian form, the natural quality of 
men, and the abrogation of property 
are proclaimed by the secret societies 
that form provincial governments, and 
men of the Jewish race are found to be 
at the head of every one of them.” 


Walther JRathenau, the Jewish 
financial adviser to the Kaiser, an 
agent of the Rothschilds, in the Weiner 
press, December 24, 1933, said: 


“Only 300 men, each of whom knows 
all the others, govern the fate of the 
earth. They select their successors from 
their own entourage, these German 
Jews have the means in their hands of 
putting an end to the form of any state 
which they find unreasonable.” 


William Jennings Bryan—the 
Nemesis of Wall Street—the most 
astute of American statesmen, the 
Christian whose prophetic insight into 
national and _ international affairs 
= almost an inspired prescience, 
said: 

“New York is the city of privilege! 
Here is the seat of that invisible power, 
represented by the allied forces of fi- 
nance and industry. The invisible gov- 
ernment is reactionary, sinister, un- 
scrupulous, mercenary and sordid. It is 
wanting in national ideals and is devoid 
of conscience. This kind of Government 
must be scourged and destroyed.” 


Had Bryan lived, the democratic 
party would doubtless have been saved 
the eternal disgrace of re-enthroning 
the demon, liquor, and may never have 
fallen into the contorting hands of the 
mugwump Jew, Raskob, and his com- 
munistically inclined confederates! 


The brilliant Jew, Doctor Oscar Levy 
of London, has well stated the case: 

“We have erred, my friends; we have 
most grievously erred.... We who have 
posed as the saviors of the world; we, 
who have even boasted of having given 
it ‘the’ Savior, we are today nothing

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else but the world’s seducers, its de- 
stroyers, its incendiaries, its execution- 
ers.... We who have promised to lead 
you to a new Heaven, we have finally 
succeeded in leading you into a new 
Hell.” 


There are those who believe that the 
last war was the product of Jewish 
machinations; they had their repre- 
sentative in every nation involved,— 
Walther Rathenau in Prussia; Balin, 
Schwabach, Simon and others in Ger- 
many; Rothschilds, the Kaiser’s adviser; 
the Mounds, Sassoons, and Isaacs ad- 
vising Lloyd George; the Rothschilds 
and M. Thiery, influential in France; 
Brandies, the Warburgs and Klein in 
the United States with Barnard M. 
Baruch in almost absolute control at 
Washington; and some think that in- 
stead of working for “peace,” they 
deliberately planned together for inter- 
national pandemonium and destruction. 
The desired objective being the near 
extinction of the Gentile, or so-called 
Christian nations; and now they are in 
American affairs in a larger way than 
ever before, boasting their numbers in 
Roosevelt’s counsel, while the commun- 
istic wave is sweeping over America 
with a large Jewish backing. 


Since the day when the first Roth- 
schild provided 17,000 Hessians to fight 
against the liberty-loving Revolution- 
ists on American soil and was loaned 
the sum of twenty millions of dollars 
for sixteen years, without interest, he 
and his children, in-laws, and financial 
institutions, have united in one con- 
tinuous ever-increasing endeavor to 
control the world. 


Today in our land many of the big- 
gest trusts, banks, and manufacturing 
interests are controlled by Jews; to- 
bacco, cotton, sugar,—they handle in 
overwhelming proportions. Many of 
our journals they edit. Most of our de- 
partment stores they own. They are 
the landlords of enormous resident prop- 
erties. The motion pictures, the most 
vicious of all immoral, educational and 
communistic influences, is their 
creation. Fifty per cent of the meat 
packing, sixty per cent of the shoe 
making, a large proportion of men’s 
and women’s ready-made clothing, our 
smelting, jewelry, land, liquor business 
—they loom in them all; but, in spite 
of the fact that America has been made 
the refuge of welcome for them, and 
they have been treated as guests of 
honor, they have dared to undertake 
the setting of the host’s house in order. 


Consequently, they, with those whose 
opinions they influence, largely control 
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our higher education today. Very 
largely they believe in and advocate 
the evolutionary hypothesis; and, they 
are bitter opponents of the Bible in the 
public school. In our land of Christian 
Gentiles, reputed to be 30 to 50 to their 
one, they tell us what we can teach in 
our schools and what we can not. And, 
like the weaklings we are, we subside. 
In the name of that most abused word 
“liberty” we surrender our own, yield 
up our convictions to their demands 
and educate our children in Godless 
schools, because, forsooth, the apostate 
Jew objects to having either God or 
His Holy Word mentioned in the same. 
Senator Walsh, Regent of the School of 
Foreign Service, on May 5th, 1934, 
openly charged “The Third Interna- 
tionale of Russia” with breaking their 
word to the President, by cabling to 
the Communists of the United States 
to renew activities in factome: and 
among the working classes. The Mrnne- 
apolis and Toledo' and Shoremen 
strikes, with their brutal murders, 
were the immediate result! 


So much for cash control! 
Joseph plan is in operation again! 

In this Old Testament instance the 
plan was utilized to impoverish alike 
the rich and the poor. 

That is why your millions of whem- 
ployed are being increased daily. The 
COMMUNIST plan is to start strikes 
in every trade; set white and black 
against one another; create bitterness 
between employer and employed; stir 
hatred and conflict until they cause 
war; the hope being in the pande- 
monium thus produced, they can ex- 
terminate existing order, and seize the 
reigns of government. - 

One of the most brilliant minds mak- 
ing contribution to the subject, as well 
as one of the bravest souls that free 
America has yet produced, is Elizabeth 
Dilling, of Kenilworth, Il. In her book, 
“The Red Network,” she gives us, at 
first hand, her Russian observations 
where she saw parentless little chil- 
dren by the score eating from garbage 
cans, hanging hungrily about hotel 
back doors; and how she, herself, on 
one occasion rode with the rulers in 
the finest cars of American make. 


That’s what Communism means! She 
says she was told “there are over 70 
Rolls Royces in use in Moscow as the 
private cars of these officials,” but the 
poor, oppressed laborer walks or hangs 
out of an over-crowded street car, or 
hangs about a station a week before 
he can secure a ticket, if he wants to 
travel for any considerable distance. 


Time has a marvelous way of aveng- 
ing wrongs. The Jews that Joseph ex- 
alted to Bolshevik positions and to 
whom he subjected the Egyptian peo- 
ple at first, were finally seen by a new 
Pharaoh as equally capable of yielding 
a return to his rapacious maw, and so 


The 


he enslaved them, took property from . 
_ them, cracked the whip over them, and 


made them to become the fyrther 
mediums of his insatiable greed. It is 


so now with Stalin in Russia. It will be - 


so again! 

The Jews claim 14 millions of people 
in the world. It is my profound con- 
viction that they have at least five 
times this number, and among them 
there are thousands of plain Jews that 
never heard of THE PROTOCOLS, 
that do not dream the scheme; they 
hardly know the name of the Roth- 





schilds. They would not understand if 
you told them what Walther Rathenau 
said about “the super control” of a 
few. Such Hebrews, orthodox or Chris- 
tian, will suffer with the rest of us, 
when once this free country has fallen 
into the hands of the Communists. 
Thousands of them have so suffered in 
Russia already, for Kerensky, their 
Joseph, is gone, and Stalin, the new 
Pharaoh, now cracks the whip over 
Jew and Gentile alike. In the language 
of that brilliant woman, Elizabeth Dill- 
ing, ““Our duped farmers and laborers 
are now making a pact with hell which 
provides the cross upon which to cruci- 
fy Christian civilization.” 


All of this leads me to discuss as our 
last point— 


The Current Trend 


There are four or five watchwords 
which have become current in the last 
ten years. Those who created them 
probably understood their intent from 
the first, but only time has made it 
evident to outside observers. These 
watchwords are “Disarmament,” “In- 
ternationalism,” “Social Gospel,” etc. 


They sound harmless enough; if em- 
ployed by pure and_ unprejudiced 
minds, each one might have a benefici- 
ent meaning. 


But they have become passwords of 
the secret order which deliberately 
plots, not alone the downfall of the 
American Government after the man- 
ner of Russia’s collapse, but the over- 
throw of every civilized government in 
all the world. That becomes clearer 
daily! What civilized nation did not 
have to call its police force into action 
and have its entire constabulary stand- 
ing ready to combat this endeavor on 
May day, 1934? 


In Germany, in Austria, in Spain, in 
the South American Republics, in the 
Islands of the sea, in England, in the 
United States, in Canada, in far-away 
China, in Africa, in every land there 
was apprehension; and the only reason 
that any of those nations escaped 
bloody civil war beginning on May 1st 
was the fear on the part of Commun- 
ists that they were not yet equal to 
their diabolical intention. These pass- 
words must be further improved; ad- 
ditional education must be carried on; 
additional converts must be made! An 
abortive endeavor might set back their 
intentions for a century, and so al- 
though they threatened, and, in some 
places, dared to strike, the day passed 
with only a few casualties! 


But let us not be misled. The under- 
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cover work still carriers on. The pass- 
words increase in potence, and the plan 
for a. wrecked world must be improved 
upon! 


Internationalism! 

What is the meaning of it? The word 
“patriot,” which has long been honored 
in all the world, now has cast upon it 
aspersion after aspersion. Patriots are 
accused of “narrowmindedness,” “low 
prejudice,” “provincialism,” “limited 
outlook,” ete. 


Back to the Protocols again! You 
will find that they advise such treat- 
ment of that word. The Christian peo- 
ple, recognizing their obligation to the 
Jew for the Old Testament, and proud- 
ly claiming kinship with him because 
Jesus was born of a woman belonging 
to that nation, have assiduously sought 
the Jew’s good. When the late World 
War was on, both England and Ger- 
many promised that whoever. won, 
Judea should be given back to the Jew; 
and when finally Jerusalem fell into 


the hands of General Allenby,—a 
Christian,—this promise was made 
good. 


Samuels, a Jew, was set over the 
land and: the Zionist movement was 
fostered and favored the world around. 
Rathenau says, “Within a hundred 
miles of Jerusalem there is room and 
land capable of supporting two 
hundred million Jews.” 


Are they going back? A few of them 
only, and inact vecause “the promise 
must be fulfilled.” 


What about the rest of them? They 
thank you for your interest, but polite- 
ly decline your offer. Why? They are 
internationalists! They don’t want a 
limited part of the world, but the whole 
world; nothing else will satisfy them. 


Remember the Protocols! 


“We shall so wear down the Gentiles 
that they will be compelled to offer us 
international power, that by its pos- 
session we will be enabled, without any 
further violence, gradually to absorb 
all the state forces of the world and 
to form a super-government.” 


Perhaps never in human history was 
there anything akin to the illustration 
of the blind leading the blind, com- 
parable to that now in existence. 


The Methodist Church, North has 
given its approval to this international 
plan. The overwhelming majority of 
the Congregationalists of this country, 
and thousands of others—modernists, 
like Northern Baptists—have fallen in- 
to the same trap. 

Three outstanding leaders of New 
York City churches, a Baptist, profess- 
edly, a Methodist, professedly, and a 
Congregationalist,. professedly,.- have 
joined hands with the Jews in advocat- 
ing “Internationalism.” So far has this 
sentiment grown that we seldom sing: 

* “My country, *tis of - thee, 
Sweet land of liberty.” 


Patriotism is everywhere pooh-poohed. 


Douglas McIntosh asked for citizen- 
ship and was refused it by the Supreme 
Court of the United States because he 
would not take the oath of unqualified 
loyalty to this land, and every Hebrew 
Rabbi and every Liberal preacher, and 
every unbelieving professor in the 
land, and four liberals in the ccurt it- 
self, rose up in indignation, denounced 


the decision, and called upon Christian 
Assemblies to join them in the protest. 
It was my pride and joy, when this 
came up before my own state conven- 
tion, to move that the protesting reso- 
lution be not heard, and the motion 
overwhelmingly obtained. 


Compare our national anthem with 
the language of the Internationale, the 
rallying cry of Communism. 


Our fathers’ God, to Thee, 
Author of liberty 

To Thee we sing:

_ We find now that the Social Gospel 
is not only a refutation of the gospel of 
blood; but, if you please, it is a gospel 
to the effect that nationalism is “nar. 
rowness,” and the social gospel neces- 
sitates the adoption of political So- 
cialism, and, eventually, is to end in 
Soviet Communism. Let me remind you 
that in Rochester, N. Y., the ex-presi- 
dent of my Baptist denomination and 
the present president of the Council of 
Churches of Christ, presided in the 
theological nae | of which he is 
President, while a Union Professor in 
the presence of a hundred students for 
the ministry openly declared for Com- 
munism, according to the press-report, 
and told those young men that their 
task for the future would not be to 
preach, but to join unions, agitate, pick. 
et and contend for Communism; and, 
that meeting over, another, a like con- 
vention, was appointed for Croser Bap- 
tist Seminary! - 


In the language of the Apostle Paul, 
we have not only adopted “another gos- 
pel, which is no gospel” but we have 
permitted the enemies of the cross to 
frame for us a new confession of faith 
patterned after the oldest endeavor of 
the devil himself, and to promise to

pussro RICO, January 30, 1936: 
“The new portable organ has been 
received. Last Sunday we publicly dedi- 
cated it for sacred use. It was a 
glorious meeting at which twelve per- 
sons accepted Christ. In one week, prior 
to this occasion, 105 persons were 
definitely converted at services held in 
our Tabernacle. 


“The organ is a fine instrument. It 
will go with us to the radio, to open- 
air meetings, to campaigns and other 
places. Tonight its sweet tones will be 
heard over Puerto Rican air for the 
first time.... We thank God for all 
these blessings and for the many 
friends in the United States who are 
praying for this missionary work.” 


February 20, 1936: “We continue the 
daily pull, doing evangelistic work, 
broadcasting our weekly radio pro- 
gram, circulating Defender literature 
in Spanish, carrying on the Bible 
School work, drowning all opposition in 
an ocean of prayer and hard work.” 


THANK YOU MR. GORDON! Mr. 
Ernest Gordon published the following 
statement in his department of a re- 
cent issue of The Sunday School Times: 
“Dr. J. F. Rodriguez has charge of the 
Spanish work of the ‘Defenders of the 
Christian . Faith’, and is active at 
present in Puerto Rico. He has a 
promising radio station which sends 
out Gospel services one hour each week 
from San Juan. Restaurants and other 
public places tune in, and many 
thousands thus receive the message. He 
has also a Gospel car going about from 
place to place, an evangelical magazine, 
El Defensor, and a Bible Training 
Institute for young people. Defender 
workers are holding open-air meetings 
at 75 preaching points, and regular 
weekly work is carried on in 58 dif- 
ferent chapels.

SéQT ANY times we go into Navajo 
homes,” writes Miss Katherine 
Beard, “where there is sickness and 
would like to bring with us a touch of 
the loving ministry of Christ and pray 
with them, but find that they have call- 
ed in their heathen Medicine-Men and 
are being sung over to drive out the 
evil spirits. 
“When we find this, we do not try 
to intrude because we would not be 





welcomed by the family. We simply go 
away and return when the sing is over 
and then they are frequently willing 
for our help. 


“Hosteen Dil-bi ye is very sick now 
with tuberculosis. He sent word for us 
to come. But when we went he was 
having a heathenish sing over him. We 
went away and returned later. He was 
too sick to listen to God’s Word. Voices 
disturbed him, but he said: ‘Come back 
when I get better and I will want to 
hear’. 

“We reminded him that he might 
not get better, but he felt sure that he 
would. We have not yet been able to 
get back because of the bad roads.” 


Miss Beard, a faithful missionary of 
the Defenders Movement, is laboring 
among the Navajo Indians of Arizona. 
She reports many victories in Chris- 
tian service, many souls saved, many 
lives transformed.

Then and there he came west, 
visiting Philippi, Neapolis, Thes- 
salonica, Berea, Athens, Corinth and 
other points. 


All of these places, visited by Paul, 
are steeped in Paganism. .. No great- 
er witness is being given for the Gospel 
in Greece today than that of Rev. A 
Velonis, head of the Greek work of the 
Defenders Movement.

Resurrections 


By Dr. Mel Morris, Houston, Texas. 





(THERE are at least eighteen 

“resurrections”, past and fu- 
ture, set forth in the Word of 
God. 


The popular theory of a_ general 
resurrection in which both the saved 
and the unsaved of all ages are sup- 
posed to rise from the dead at one time 
is not found in the Holy Scriptures, 
and therefore, is erroneous. 


Man created in the image of God is 
a trinity. He consists of spirit, soul and 
body—three entities or parts in one 
person (1 Thess. 5:28). While the 
spirit, soul and body are united the 
man is alive, but when the spirit and 
soul leave the body, his body is dead 
(Gen. 35:18; James 2:26). 
of God teaches that every human body 
that dies shall live again in a resur- 
rection, when spirit and soul shall re- 
turn to dwell in the body. 


“Resurrection” means to rise from 
the dead, to return from death to life, 
“to stand again”, and it refers to the 
body. It is the body that goes down in 
death. Therefore, it is the body that 
needs to be made alive in order to 
stand up. 


Christ’s resurrection proves this 
claim. Three days and nights after His 
death on the Cross He rose from the 
dead with a living body. He demon- 
strated that He had His same body 
alive again by showing His disciples 
the crucifixion marks in His hands 
and side. His disciples had the op- 
ortunity of feeling His “flesh and 
foun” He ate “fish and honeycomb” 
before their eyes. 


Our bodies can die but once (Heb. 9: 
27); and after they have been made 
alive in resurrection they “cannot die” 
again (Luke 20:36; Jo 11:25, 26; 
Rom. 6:9). The Lord Jesus Christ was 
the “first” or “chief” example of resur- 
rection and was presen to God as 
the “first fruits” (archi) or “head” 
sample, after which pattern all others 
rate been or will be raised from the 

ead. 


“As in Adam all die, so in Christ 
shall all (saved and unsaved) be made 
alive” in a body. A resurrection body, 
being unable to die, will exist forever 
in either Heaven or the Lake of Fire. 
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The Biblical term “second death” does 
not mean annihilation or extinction of 
being. 


I. THE OLD TESTAMENT RESUR- 
RECTIONS 


There are three resurrections record- 
ed in the Old Testament, as follows: 


1, The widow’s son, whom God raised 
from the dead through the faith of 
Elijah the Prophet (I Kings 17:17-24). 


2. The Shumanite woman’s son, 
whom God raised from the dead 
through the faith of Elisha the Prophet 
(2 Kings 4:8-37).. 

8. The man whom God raised from 
the dead when his body touched the 
bones of Elisha the Prophet (2 Kings 
18:20,21). 


II. THE NEW TESTAMENT RESOR- 
RECTIONS 


There are eight resurrections record- 
ed in the New Testament which have 
already taken place. 


1. The Widow’s son whom the Lord 
Jesus Christ raised from the dead 
(Luke 7:11-16). 


2. The daughter of Jairus, whom the 
Lord Jesus Christ raised from the 
dead (Luke 8:40-56). 


8. Lazarus, brother of Mary and 
Martha, whom the Lord Jesus Christ 
raised from the dead four days after 
his death (John 11; 12:1,2,9). 

4. Moses, the Great Deliverer, whose 
body was wanted for the transfigu- 
ration (Jude 9; Matt. 17:1-5). 

5. Jesus, whose body came forth 
from the tomb of Joseph of Arimathea 
three days and three nights after His 
burial (Luke 24:1-12). 

6. A company of Old Testament 
Saints, who rose from the dead at the 
time of the resurrection of Jesus (Matt. 
27:50-53). 

7. Tabitha, called Dorcas, whom God 
raised from the dead through the faith 
of the apostle Peter (Acts 9:36-43). 

8. Eutychus, whom God raised from 
the dead through the faith of the 
apostle Paul (Acts 20:6-12). 

Thus we note that there are eleven 
resurrections in the past according to 
the Old and New Testament records. 
The same _ source predicts seven 
separate and distinct resurrections for 
the future. 
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III. THE FUTURE RESURRECTIONS 


“Marvel not at this; for the hour is 
coming, in the which all that are in the 
graves shall hear His voice, And shall 
come forth; they that have done good, 
unto the resurrection of life; and they 
that have done evil, unto the resur- 
rection of damnation.” (John 5:28, 29) 


_ The order of the future resurrections 
is very plainly presented in the Holy 
Scriptures. “Every man in his own 
order; Christ the first fruits; after- 
ward they that are Christ’s at His 
Coming” (1 Cor. 15:23). 


1. The “out-resurrection from among 
the dead” (Phil. 3:11) is the next 
prophetic event to be fulfilled. This 
will be a _ physical resurrection of 
certain believers out from among the 
myriads whose bodies sleep in the dust 
of the earth, at the exaet moment when 
the Church which is “His Body” is com- 
plete or made perfect. 

Those only who are members of “His 
Body” will and with the 
translated living believers “shall be 
caught up together with them in the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: 
and so shall we ever be with the Lord” 
(Eph. 3:1-5; 4:11-16; 5:23; Phil. 3:20; 
Col. 1: 24-27; 1 Thess. 4:18-18). 

Jesus said: “I go to prepare a place 
(The Holy City—New Jerusalem of 
Rev. 21:9-27) for you. And if I go and 
prepare a place for you, I will come 
again, and receive you unto myself, 
that where I am, there ye may be also” 
(John 14:2,3). 

“Flesh and blood (the living). cannot 
inherit the kingdom of God; Neither 
doth corruption (the dead) inherit in- 
corruption” (1 Cor. 15:50). Our 
present bodies are not fitted for the 
fiery, dazzling Shekinah glory of 
Christ’s presence. The ravishing sounds 
would burst our ear-drunis, and the 
glorious sights would blind our eyes in- 
stantly. 

Our frail bodies would wither and 
vanish away, like a snow flake in a 
blazing furnace. Since we are to be 
presented spirit, soul and body, perfect 
and blameless, at His coming (1 Thess. 
5:28), it is interesting to learn how the 
plan of redemption meets this need. 
“Behold, I show you a mystery (a 
sacred secret); we (believers) shall not 
all sleep (die), but we shall all be 
changed, In a moment, in the twinkling 
of an eye, at the last trump: for the 
trumpet shall sound, and the dead shall 
be raised incorruptible, and we (living 
believers) shall be changed. For this 
corruptible (the dead) must put on in-

meet the descending Bridegroom. This 
event ushers in Daniel’s Seventieth 
Week, the seven years of truuble, 
known as the tribulation period auring 
which, and at the close of which, 
several resurrections will take place. 


My flesh shall slumber in the ground 

Till the last trumpet’s joyful sound, 

Then burst the chains with sweet surprise, 
And in my Saviour’s image rise. 


2. The resurrection of the personal 
Antichrist (Rev. 18:8). A physical 
resurrection of the body of the World 
dictator and False Messiah who is 
symbolized at first by the White Horse 
Rider of Revelation 6:2 and later by 
the (wild) Beast out of the Sea of Rev- 
elation 13:1. 


After three and one-half years the 
White Horse Rider will break his 
covenant with the Jews which will re- 
sult in his death by the hands, perhaps, 
of an infuriated Jewish mob. The re- 
vised text of Rev. 18:3 reads: “Slain to 
death (killed)”. At that moment, “in 
the midst of the (seventieth) week” 
Michael, the Archangel, wins a victory 
over Lucifer in a heavenly conflict. 
Lucifer, or as he is now become, in his 
fallen form, Satan, is cast down to the 
earth. He enters the dead body of the 
White Horse Rider—the False Messiah, 
incarnates himself, imitates the Virgin 
Birth and the resurrection of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, as he causes the one 
“wounded unto death” to stand up and 
live for three and one-half years as the 
Antichrist. 

3. The resurrection of an early com- 
pany of Tribulation Saints. (Rev. 7:9- 
14). A physical resurrection of a godly,

suffering, martyred remnant at some 
point of time during the period of the 
great tribulation. This resurrection is 
subsequent to the “out resurrection” of 
those who comprise “His body” at the 
rapture, and is made up of those who 
“shall serve God day and night before 
His throne”. These will have been 
saved after the Rapture. 


4. The resurrection of the Two Wit- 
nesses (Rev. 11:8-12). A physical resur- 
rection of the bodies of the divinely ap- 
pointed two witnesses—the two olive 
trees—the two candlesticks—Enoch 
and Elijah, who have not yet died, but 
who will return to witness here on this 
earth for three and one-half years dur- 
ing the Seventieth Week of Daniel. 


They will be slain. Their bodies will 
lie unburied in the streets of Jerusalem 
where they will be dishonored by men. 
“And after three days and an half the 

irit of life from God entered into 
hee, and they stood upon their feet; 
and great fear fell upon them which 
saw them. And they heard a great 
voice from heaven saying unto them, 
Come up hither” (Rev. 11:11,12). 

5. The resurrection of the one 
hundred, forty and four thousand 
(Rev. 14:1-5). A physical resurrection 
of a separated distinct company of 
redeemed, undefiled, guileless, fault- 
less persons who will be saved and 
stand steadfast, during the Great 
Tribulation period. This company will 
be a “first fruits” to God and the Lamb 
and will have the Father’s name writ- 
ten in their foreheads. 


6. The “First” (or former) resur- 
rection of the Tribulation Martyrs and 
the Old Testament Saints. (Rev. 20:4- 
6). This will be a physical resurrection 
and will take place at the beginning of 
the Millennial reign of Christ. It is 
termed “the blessed resurrection” (Rev. 
20:6), “the resurrection of the just” 
(Luke 14:14; Acts 24:15); “the resur- 
rection of life’ (Dan. 12:2,8; John 5: 
29); and “the better resurrection” 
(Heb. 11:35). 


This resurrection includes two com- 
panies: a certain. company of the 
righteous, who will die during the 
Seventieth Week of Daniel and the 
righteous dead of the ages preceding 
the earlier resurrections, generally 
termed the Old Testament Saints. The 
first company will live and reign with 
Christ a thousand years while the 
second company will be “King-Priests” 
(Rev. 20:4-6; Ex. 19:6; 1 Pet. 2:9). 


Two future resurrections are re- 
ferred to in the Old Testament and in 
the discourses of Jesus, one of the 
righteous and the other of the un- 
righteous. The Millennium intervenes 
between the two. Neither the “first” 
nor the second resurrection Scriptures 
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apply to the Rapture. Job wrote: “O 
that thou wouldest hide me in the 
grave, that thou wouldest keep me 
secret, until thy wrath (the day of 
wrath—the tribulation period) be past, 
that thou wouldest appoint me a set 
time, and remember me!” (Job. 14:18), 
then “thou shalt call, and I will answer 
thee” (Job 14:15). 


The same _ prophetic anticipation 
closed the last message to Daniel the 
prophet: “But go thou thy way till the 
end be (the end of the Seventieth 
Week): for thou shalt rest (in the 
meantime), and stand (resurrected) in 
thy lot (with the other resurrected Old 
Testament Saints) at the end of the 
days” (Dan. 12:18). 


Let us hear Job once again. “I know 
that my Redeemer liveth, and that He 
shall stand at the latter day upon the 
earth: And though after my _ skin 
worms destroy this body, yet in my 
flesh shall I see God: whom I shall see 
for myself, and mine eyes shall behold, 
and not another” (Job 19:25-27). The 
Lord will not stand upon the earth at 
the Rapture. It will be seven years 
after the Rapture when “His feet shall 
stand in that day upon the mount of 
Olives, which is before Jerusalem” 
(Zech 14:4). 


God spoke to Israel through Isaiah 
(26:19) concerning their resurrection: 
“Thy dead shall live: my dead bodies 
shall rise” (i. e. the dead bodies of Je- 
hovah’s people). Again God speaks, this 
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time through Hosea: “I will ransom 
them from the power of the grave; [ 
will redeem them from death: O death, 
I will be thy plagues; O grave, I will 
be thy destruction” (Hosea 13:14). 

Daniel 12:1,2 mentions two resur- 
rections, and places the first after the 
end time. “Many of them that sleep in 
the dust of the earth shall awake, some 
to everlasting life (at the beginning of 
the Millennium), and some to shame 
and everlasting contempt (after the 
Millennium)”. How appropriate the 
words: “none of the wicked ] under- 
stand; but the wise shall understand” 
(Dan 12:10). 

Jesus covers the same subject in 
John 5:28,29. “The hour is coming in 
the which all that are in the graves 
shall hear his voice, and shall come 
forth; they that have done good, unto 
the resurrection of life (at the begin- 
ning of the Millennium); they that 
have done evil, unto the resurrection of 
condemnation” (after the Millennium). 

Rev. 20:4-6 sets forth the same truth 
with more light on the subject. “They 
(the Tribulation Martyrs) lived and 
reigned with Christ a thousand years. 
But the rest of the dead (wicked of all 
ages) lived not again until the thousand 
years were finished. This is the first 
resurrection. Blessed and holy is he 
that hath part in the first resurrection: 
on such the second death hath no power, 
but they shall be priests of God and of 
Christ, and shall reign with Him a 
thousand years”. 

The “first” resurrection is separated 
from the second or last resurrection by 
1000 years,—not 1007 years as would 
be the case if the first resurrection em- 
bodied the rapture of the Church. Since 
the Old Testament Saints are not a 
‘part of “His body”, the Church, they 
could not be expected in the Rapture. 
Their time and place of resurrection is 
seven years later, at the end of time of 
trouble when the Millennium or King- 
dom age is ushered in. 

7. The “last (or latter resurrection 
of the unrighteous dead of all the ages 
(Rev. 20:4-6). This will a physical 
resurrection and is termed: “The resur- 
rection of the unjust” (Acts 24:15); 
“The resurrection to shame and con- 
tempt” (Dan. 12:2); the resurrection 
to “damnation” (John 5:29). This 
great motley throng of resu > 
wicked souls will stand before the 
Great White Throne to be judged and 
then cast into the Lake of Fire. Reve- 
lation 20:11-15 makes this plain. 

By “rightly dividing the word of 
truth” we learn that the teaching of a 
single general resurrection for the 
dead is unscriptural, and that even two 
-resurrections cannot be made to include 
all the dead. We discover that there 
are at least eighteen. resurrection 
events in the Bible. 

Our main business, as Christians, is 
to be prepared for the next gathering 
unto Him when the dead and living in 
Christ shall be caught up together “to 
meet the Lord in the air: and so shall 
we ever be with the Lord. Wherefore 
comfort one another with these words” 
(1 Thess. 4:17-18).

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The Message of Easter

WHEN I was in Russia, prior to 

the revolution, I visited the 
Easter services which are held at 
midnight in the Greek Orthodox 
Churches. 


As the Priests, after a long ceremo- 
ny in which they marched three times 
around the church in search of the 
body of Christ, re-entered, they cried 
out: “Christ is risen,” and the people, 
bowing in adoration, exclaimed, “He is 
risen, indeed!” 


That, in a word, is the Easter mes- 
sage. And it is because of the resur- 
rection that we look forward with hope 
to the final Easter day when we too 
shall rise. 

The reality of Christ’s resurrection 
is easily proven. It rests upon the 
best attested facts in history. 

First of all, we have four separate 
and independent accounts in the four 
Gospels. 

On the surface there are apparent 
contradictions, but a close-up study re- 
veals the harmony that exists between 
them all. 

Admittedly, they must be true or 
false. They must have been made up 
independently or together. There is no 
other alternative. 


That they could not have been made 
up independently is demonstrated by 
the fact that the harmony is by far 
too complete. They are too much a- 
like. This could not have been manu- 
factured by individuals who had no- 
thing whatever to do with each other. 


On the other hand there could have 
been no consultation, no previous a- 
greement or understanding, simply be- 
cause there are too many apparent con- 
tradictions. Had the writers corrobora- 
ted, they would have seen to it that 
there were no contradictions. 


Therefore, they were not made up at 
all, either independently or in consulta- 
tion. They are true statements of 
facts. The resurrection of the Lord 
Jesur Christ was presented by each one

confronted by some of the problems 
which these pages would help solve”, 
says the Author. 

“The future of our Church and of 
our country depends, under God, upon 
stalwart, Christian homes, consecrated 
Christian families, the exaltation of 
the Christian doctrines concerning 
marriage, parenthood, and home.

as he himself saw it. Thus they are 
authentic. 


In the second place, a careful study 
of the resurrection reveals the fact 
that all accounts were written by eye 
witnesses. Those who wrote saw: with 
their own eyes the risen Christ. 


The story is related simply and with 
no attempt to color it or exaggerate. 
One tells what another omits. This 
accounts for the apparent contradic- 
tions and differences. 

Had they made it up years later, 
they would certainly have represented 
Him as appearing to his enemies and 
confounding them. That would have 
been the natural climax to the story. 
No writer of fiction would have 
thought of anything else. What an 
opportunity they missed! But the fact 
is, He. appeared only to His disciples. 

In the third place, even infidels 
admit that His disciples believed He 
had risen. 

Renan, for instance, said that it was 
a hallucinated woman who gave the 
world a resurrected God. But that is 
impossible and absurd for there was a 
Matthew and a Thomas to convince and 
a Paul to convert. 

Strauss declares that His appear- 
ances were visionary. But the eleven 
and the five hundred could not have 
had the same vision. 

Others insist that He never died. 
What then of the “water and blood”? 
How account for it if He were dead? 

Moreover, His enemies guarded His 
body, and if He had only fainted He 
would have been weak and would not 
have been able to escape from the 
tomb. 

Last of all, Jesus Himself would 
have been an impostor. He stated that 
He would rise and He did. After His 
resurrection He declared that He had 
risen from the dead. If His Word was 
untrue then He was a liar and un- 
worthy of our allegiance. 

The resurrection of the Lord Jesus 
Christ is one of the best attested facts 
in history. There are hundreds of 
historical events that do not have 
nearly as many witnesses. Just think, 
there were ten groups that saw Him 
alive after His death. 

First, Mary Magdalene at the tomb. 

Second, Peter. 

Third, the two disciples at Emmaus. 

Fourth, the disciples in the upper 
room. 

Fifth, the disciples with Thomas. 

Sixth, the disciples on the shore of 
Galilee. 

Seventh, the five hundred brethren 
at once. 

Eighth, the disciples on Olivet at the 
Ascension. 

Ninth, Stephen at his martyrdom. 

Tenth, Paul on the road to Damas- 
cus. 

Some of these witnesses saw Him, 
not once, but several times. How could 
they have been mistaken? 

The fact that many of them died for 
their testimony shows their reliability. 


Men do not die for nothing—not 
voluntarily! Yet these men and women 
gladly suffered martyrdom rather 
than deny their Lord. 

Had these witnesses been false their 
enemies would have produced contrary 
evidence. Whereas, the best thing they 
could do was to spread the story about 
the disciples having stolen His body 
while the soldiers were asleep. 

But note, if you will, that that was 
the soldiers’ story. They were asleep, 
so they said, and while sleeping they 
saw the disciples come and steal His 
body. Strange things to see when one 
is asleep. 

And think of a Roman guard being 
asleep, every man. Impossible! 

On the other hand, how are you go-. 
ing to harmonize the theft with the 
order in which the grave clothes were 
found, the handkerchief, etc? When 
thieves break in they leave everything 
in confusion. But not so in the temb of 
Jesus. The handkerchief was folded 
neatly and laid in a_place by itself. The 
grave clothes were left in an orderly 
condition. There were no signs of fright 
and haste as there would have been 
had the nervous disciples attempted to 
take His body from the tomb. 

For you must never forget the fear 
of His followers. They were afraid. In 
fact, they all forsook Him and fled. 
They had lost every atom of courage. 
Hence they would have been the last 
ones in the world to attempt the theft 
of a dead body from a tomb surround- 
ed by a Roman guard. 

And in any case, how are you going 
to account for the miraculous change 
from fear to courage and even boldness 
as a result of His resurrection? Had 
they stolen His body they would have 
remained in hiding. But the fact that 
they came out boldly, openly and pub- 
licly and proclaimed His resurrection, 
even going so far as to aceuse the Jews 
and the members of the Sanhedrin of 
murdering Him, proves conclusively 
that they had nothing to do with His 
re-appearance, 

No, His enemies produced no con- 
trary evidence. They had a to 
say. Their explanations were childish, 
absurd and impossible. But had He not 
risen, how quickly they would have 
proven it. 

The founders of all the world’s re- 
ligions have died, nor have they ever 
been resurrected. Christ and i 
alone arose. 

When Talleyrand, the great agnostic, 
wanted to found a new religion, and 
finding it hard going, asked council of 
the king of France, he received this 
answer: “Go and be crucified, and on 
the third day rise age.a and men will 
believe in your religion.” 

Thank God, Jesus Christ rose tri- 
umphant over the grave. And some 
day we too shall rise. But that is an- 
other story. May we sing anew, with 
added fervor, this . Easter-tide, the 
glorious chorus:— 

Up from the grave He arose, 
With a mighty triumph o’er His foes; 
He arose a Victor from the dark domain, 


And He lives forever with His saints to reign, 
He arose! He arose! Hallelujah! Christ arose!

Jesus Teaches Neighborliness 
Luke 10:25-37 





AWYERS are trained to sift evi- 
dence and arrive at logical conclu- 
sions. This man shows an understand- 
ing of the true purpose of human exis- 
tence — “What shall I do to inherit 
eternal life.” 


Lawyers are trained in the art of 
asking questions. Jesus met him on 
his own ground by also using the ques- 
tioning method — “What is written in 
the law?” and “How readest thou?” 


“Who is my neighbor?” countered 
the lawyer, in an attempt to justify 
himself. is question was a confes- 
sion. It shows the lawyer knew the 
law but was failing to keep it. His 
attitude became belligerent as he faced 
the truth. ‘This is a characteristic of 
human weakness. People often revolt 
when faced with their sins. 


“By chance” (verse 31). There is 
no chance in the mysterious weaving- 
in by a higher hand, of the threads of 
different men’s lives into one common 
woof. That hand brought the negative 
pole of one man’s need to the positive 
pole of another’s power to help; one 
man’s emptiness into another man's 


fulness. 
“A Samaritan” (verse 33). How 
that stings! How the Samaritan was 


hated by the priest, the Levite, even 
the wounded man in the road, and the 
lawyer who was trying to trap Jesus! 
But Jesus makes him the hero. It was 
a daring, masterly stroke. 

He didn’t stop to think of the cir- 
cumstances, danger and inconvenience. 
He didn’t study the law to see what he 
was supposed to do. It was not “What 
MUST I do?” of the lawyer, but “What 
CAN I do?” 

The question (vs. 36-87) is not “Who 
was the neighbor of this Jew?” nor 
“Who was the neighbor of this Samar- 
itan?” but “Who PROVED himself a 
neighbor ?” 

Who is my neighbor? The man who 
needs what I have. The man whom 
sin has stripped and wounded and rob- 
bed; the man who is externally in 
want; the man whose opportunities are 
few. You may not be able to see him 
from your front porch but you will 
meet him on the highways of life. 


_ Being neighborly is helping the man 
in need. It is not an obligation but an 
epportanity; not a situation but an at- 

tude. You are a neighbor not because 
of WHERE you live but because of 
HOW you live. 


Jerusalem (the city of God); Jericho 
(the world); the traveler (humanity); 
the robber (Satan); the priest (the 
Law); the: Levite (good works); the 
Goed Samaritan (Jesus); wine (blood 
of Jesus); oil (the Holy Spirit); the 
inn (Church); “When I come... I will 
repay” (the Lord’s Return).

Jesus Teaches His Disciples 


To Pray 
Luke 11:1-18 





A’ the ocean fits the shore, this 
prayer brings together divine ful- 
ness and human need, in such a way 
that a glance shows us there never can 
be a need, either in the individual or 
in the collective life of the race, with- 
out a corresponding fulness in God to 
meet that need and make us “complete 
in Him” 

To pray this prayer intelligently is 
to have nothing else to pray for. 


“Our Father’. Only Christians can 
call God “Father” (Jn. 1:12; 8:44) and 
only by the indwelling and illumination 
of the Holy Spirit (Rom. 8:14-16). 


“Thy kingdom come”. How often 
these words fall from Christian lips 
without fully realizing that they point 
forward to the glad day when Christ 
will return and reign upon this earth. 


“Thy will be done, as in heaven, so 
in earth.” Dr. Clarke says: “The will 
of God is infinitely good, wise, holy; 
to have it fulfilled in and among men, 
is to have infinite goodness, wisdom 
and holiness diffused throughout the 
universe, and the earth made the coun- 
terpart of heaven.” 


We pray “Lord bless me, my family, 
my church, my city,” etc. Only after 
my prayer has crossed every continent 
and every far flung island of the sea, 
after it has covered the entire wish and 
purpose of God for the world, only 
then am I taught to ask for a piece of 
bread for myself. 


Lord, when I have prayed for the 
carrying out of Thy purpose through 
the length and breadth of the great 
parish of the world, what may I ask 
for myself? Just three things, (1) 
Daily bread, (2) Daily forgiveness and 
(3) Daily guidance. Feed me, forgive 
me, and keep me straight. 

I cannot justly expect God to pay 
my board another day, unless I am 
living for the hallowing of His name, 
the coming of His kingdom, and the 
doing of His will. He may do it, for 
“He is kind to the unthankful and the 
evil,” but I have no claim upon Him 
for it. 

The first half of the prayer is God’s 
program, the second, God’s supply for 
my personal needs while I am carrying 
out the program. 

God help us each time: we repeat 
these wonderful words to allow our- 
selves to be poured into the mold the 
Master has set, and come out bearing 
more distinctly His image.

Luke 12:22-84 





7 DO WE WORRY? 


(1) It Is A Personal Habit. It is 
largely a mental habit, an attitude of 
the mind toward what happens, may 
happen, or may not happen. Once the 
habit is acquired, there is little relief. 
Every threatened fluctuation of cir- 
cumstances is signal for a fresh indul- 
gence of it. 


(2) Because Others About Us Worry. 
Our worldly neighbors know only the 
world’s sidloseuiny. We catch it from 
them and fall into their ways of look- 
ing at things. We are bound to do s0, 
es, Bow through a life of prayer, coupled 
with a constant feeding upon His 
Word, Christ becomes more real to us 
than our neighbors, His philosophy of 
life more dominant than their influ- 
ence upon us. 


(3) Because We Do Not Realize Our 
Heavenly Father’s Care. This whole 
lesson stresses this important point. 


WHY WE SHOULD NOT WORRY. 


(1) It is Harmful to Ourselves. _Its 
indulgence leaves one’s mental, spirit- 
ual and physical forces depleted, leav- 
ing one the less capable of suitable 
action when action is needful. 


(2) It is Injurious to our Neighbor. 
The world watches you worry and 
says: “These people go to pieces the 
same as the man of the world. They 
have nothing that I have not.” You 
have lost your golden opportunity. 


(8) It Grieves the Heart of Your 
Heavenly Father. When you worry 
you grieve your Father’s heart, telling 
Him you are unwilling to take your 
place as His child and trust Him to 
fulfill His part as your Father. What 
often seems like a mountain to you is 
very small in His sight. 


HOW NOT TO WORRY. 


Appropriate the legacy of your Lord 
in His last will and testament, facing 
the Cross: “My peace I give unto 
you.” It is not peace in itself; nor yet 
in us — such peace takes wings, dis- 
appearing like the dew before the on- 
coming heat of the day. It is HIS 
PEACE; a tried and proven peace; 
peace sustained and suffused by divine 
personality. 

“Seek ye the kingdom of God; and 
all these things shall be added unto 
you.” We have no right to ask God 
for temporal things until we have put 
Him first in our lives. Volumes could 
be filled with the testimonies of saints 
who have found that material blessings 
have been “added” to their lives after 
surrendering completely to the will of 


God. 
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“Fear not little flock.” We may be in 
the minority in terms of numbers, but 
it is a comforting fact that God is on 
our side.

Jesus Explains The Kingdom 
Luke 13:18-30 





f pony world is not now the kingdom 
of God. The prince of this world, 
at the present time, is none other than 
Satan himself (Jn. 12:31; 14:30; 16: 
11; Eph. 2:2). The kingdom of God 
cannot come visibly until the King 
comes. It will never be set up by man. 


This fact explodes the myth now be- 
ing expounded by Modernists and So- 
cialists who are sponsoring Kagawa, 
the well known Japanese leader, on his 
present speaking tour throughout the 
United States. 

Jesus and others taught “the king- 
dom of God is at hand.” Jesus said: 
“There are some here of them that 
stand by, who shall in no wise taste of 
death, till they see the kingdom of God 
come with power.” (Mk. 9:1) And be- 
cause the kingdom of God which should 
come at Pentecost would be invisible 
(within you), Jesus gave three of his 
chosen ones a vision of His glory on 
— (Lk. 17:20,21; 19:11; Mk. 9: 

Peter was given “the keys of the 

kingdom” while Jesus was here upon 
the earth, and Jesus said He would 
ratify it in heaven (Mt. 16:18). Peter 
used the keys first on the day of 
Pentecost. The kingdom could not come 
until after His ascension when He 
would be at the right hand of God to 
bind forever what Peter bound on 
earth. 
The Parable of the Pounds (Lk. 19: 
11-27), was given because they thought 
“the kingdom of God was immediately 
to appear” (or be visible). He doesn’t 
say that the kingdom should come, but 
that it would not be visible. First must 
come the invisible, spiritual kingdom. 
Here we see the clear distinction be- 
tween the church and the kingdom 
which has troubled so many. 

On heaven’s side we see the kingdom 
of God; for here is Jesus the King re- 
ceiving the regenerated “born again” 
ones. But on earth’s side we see the 
servants, preaching and teaching the 
Gospel whereby the children of the 
kingdom are born. But their organi- 
zation is the church and is visible. It is 
the only thing that is visible; for the 
powerful work of the Holy Spirit and 
the work of the Word—by which one 
if begotten—cannot be seen, except in 
its effects. The church is the recruiting 
station for the kingdom of God. Christ 
is its head and the Holy Spirit is its 
heart and life. 

From this parable we see that (1) 
Jesus is the nobleman; (2) He is going 
into a far country (heaven); (3) While 
there He will receive His kingdom; (4) 
He will return. He does not return un- 
til He has received His kingdom, 
neither does He give His awards until 
_ returns, “having received His king- 

om”,

Jesus Invites All People 
Luke 14:15-24 


— 14:1-6. The lady of the house 
was hurriedly finishing some work 
neglected the day before, when the old 
Negro butler happened to vass by. 

Miss Ginnie!’ he suid, 
“You shore is breaking the Sabbath 
day!” “But, Uncle Clay,” she argued,

McDougall made a miserable failure 
and walked down the pulpit steps, head 
bowed and heart humbled. “Ay, lad- 
die,” mused old Robin, “if ye had gone 
up as ye came doon, ye’d have come 
doon as ye went up!’ 

Verses 16-24. Neither heaven nor 
earth has any use for the fellow who 
makes excuse. Heaven invites all to the 
prosperity dinner, but so many fellows 
have lands to. see, oxen to prove, and 
a sweetheart to look after, that they 
go through the world on dried apples 
and water crackers when they might 
have Penobscot lobster, Kenne sal- 
mon, chicken and waffles, and straw- 
berries and ice cream. 

This Scripture points forward to the 
“Marriage Supper of the Lamb” de- 
scribed in Rev. 19:9, and Rev. 21:9-27. 


Verse 21. The “Guild of Poor Brave 
Things” were having a supper. Crutch- 
es were piled in the passage while their 
owners were enjoying themselves in- 
side. A little girl was seen crying bit- 
terly outside the door. When question- 
ed as to the cause of her grief, she 
sobbed: “That’s it; there ain’t nothing 
the matter with me, and I can’t go in 
unless there is.”
